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Methodism  began  in  Bradley  County  with  its  first  preaching  place  in  the 
log  courthouse  on  the  public  square  in  the  year  1836.  In  1840,  the  congre- 
gation moved  into  a  frame  building  on  the  Oak  Grove  Academy  lot.  The 
congregation  moved  again  in  1849  into  a  brick  church  located  on  the  corner 
of  Church  and  South  Streets,  now  32nd  Street.  From  1863-67,  the  Cumber- 
land Presbyterian  Church  was  used  as  a  place  of  worship.  In  1867  the 
congregation  moved  into  a  brick  church  on  the  corner  of  what  is  now 
Broad  and  Central  Streets,  its  present  location,  and  worshiped  in  this  build- 
ing until   1893  when  the  present  structure  was  erected. 

Tlie  first  circuit  rider  Methodism  sent  into  the  county  was  Rev.  J. 
Madison  Hawk,  in  1836.  The  second,  Charles  N.  Lewis,  in  1837.  From 
1837  to  1855  the  church  grew  throughout  the  county  under  the  supervision 
of  strong   pioneer   Methodist  preachers. 

The  Cleveland  Station,  as  such,  was  organized  in  1855,  with  Rev. 
Thomas  K  Munsey  as  Presiding  Elder,  and  Rev.  G.  Taylor  as  pastor.

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"In  the  Matter  of  the  Appeal  of  the  Committee  on  Examination 
of  the  Abingdon  District  Conference,  Holston  Conference,  from  the 
ruling  and  decision  of  the  Presiding  Elder  while  presiding  over  said 
District  Conference  in  respect  to  recommendations  of  Brothers  James 
Fulton  Rector  and  Emmanuel  Steele  Rogers  to  the  Annual  Con- 
ference for  the  reception  of  Deacon's  Orders. 

The  facts  in  these  cases  were  as  follows :  These  two  local 
preachers  had  their  characters  passed,  and  were  recommended  for 
renewal  of  licenses  on  the  day  previous  to  the  ruling  at  issue,  but 
the  committee  had  refused  to  recommend  them  for  local  Deacon's 
Orders.  On  the  day  upon  which  the  ruling  at  issue  occurred,  the 
committee  reported  that,  upon  further  consideration  and  investiga- 
tion, the  committee  had  decided  to  recommend  these  two  brethren 
to  the  Annual  Conference  for  the  reception  of  Deacon's  Orders. 
The  questions  and  occurrences  at  issue  were  as  follows :  Two 
local  preachers,  each  having  served  in  excess  of  four  years  as 
licentiates,  and  each  having  read  the  course  of  study  for  Deacon's 
Orders  prescribed,  appeared  before  the  Examining  Committee  of 
the  District  Conference  and  satisfied  said  Committee  as  to  their 
qualifications  in  the  studies  prescribed,  and  sought  recommendation 
to  the  Annual  Conference  for  Local  Deacon's  Orders.  They  had 
not  taken  the  course  of  study  in  one  of  our  Correspondence  Schools, 
nor  in  a  Standard  Pastor's  Training  School  of  the  Church.  These 
facts  were  brought  out  in  discussion  when  the  Committee  reported 
favorably  to  the  District  Conference  on  the  cases  of  these  two 
brethren.  It  was  further  brought  out  in  discussion  that  the  candi- 
dates, or  applicants,  had  been  misinformed,  by  representatives  of  the 
Church,  as  to  requirements  with  respect  to  the  method  of  taking 
said  courses  of  study.  Whereupon  the  Presiding  Elder  ruled  that 
the  cases  of  these  two  brethren,  and  their  names,  could  not  go  to 
the  District  Conference  for  ballot  on  the  question  of  their  recom- 
mendation for  ordination  as  Local  Deacons.  Whereupon  an  appeal 
was  taken  by  the  District  Conference  from  the  decision  of  the  Chair 
in  so  ruling,  and  the  Conference,  by  motion,  voted  that  ballots  be 
taken  in  the  cases,  and  the  Conference,  by  ballot,  proceeded  to 
recommend  these  two  brethren  to  the  Annual  Conference  for  the 
reception  of  local  Deacon's  Orders  accordingly.  The  Presiding 
Elder  had  ruled  that  such  action  was  illegal  and  invalid,  and  from 
this  decision  the  District  Conference  appealed  to  the  President  of 
The  Annual  Conference.

SUPPLEMENT  "A" 

Cleveland,  Tennessee. 
October  8,  1936. 

To  the  Holston  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  sitting  in  113th  Session  at 
Cleveland,  Tennessee : 

The  undersigned  were  appointed  at  your  1935  meeting  as  a 
Commission  on  Minimum  Salaries  for  Preachers.  At  its  meeting 
in  Knoxville,  on  October  15,  the  Commission  organized  by  ap- 
pointing the  following  officers:  C.  K.  Wingo,  Chairman;  Lavens 
M.  Thomas,  Secretary ;  and  the  Chairman,  the  Secretary  and  R.  E. 
Greer,  the  Executive  Committee.  The  Conference  Treasurer, 
Dominion  National  Bank,  was  designated  as  depository  for  funds. 
Many  other  meetings  of  the  Commission  and  its  Executive  Com- 
mittee were  held,  and  correspondence  has  been  continuous  during 
the  year. 

The  instructions  given  by  the  Conference  and  which  were  fol- 
lowed by  the  Commission  are  set  forth  on  pages  89  and  90  of 
the  1935  Annual,  and  in  short  are: 

1 — Fixing  minimum  salaries  : 

For  preachers,  married  and  with  children $1200.00 

For  preachers,  married  and  without  children 1000.00 

For  preachers,  unmarried 800.00 

2 — That  salaries  received  as  reported  in  the  1935  Annual  should 
be  the  basis  for  operation. 

3 — That  the  Commission  provide  funds  to  match  dollar  for 
dollar  the  amount,  in  excess  of  the  1935  salary,  raised  by 
each  "Minimum  Salary"  charge,  until  the  minimum  should 
be  reached. 

A — That  the  charges  paying  their  preachers  in  excess  of  the 
•  minimum  be  called  upon  to  provide  funds. 

The  Commission  interpreted  its  instructions  to  not  include 
provisions  for  ^'supplies." 

The  1935  Annual  disclosed  the  following: 

(a)  58  preachers,  married  and  with  children,  receiving  less  than 
$1200.00  per  annum ; 

(b)  27  preachers,  married  without  children,  received  less  than 
$1000.00  per  annum; 
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(c)  10  preachers,  unmarried,  receiving  less  than  $800.00  per 
annum ; 

(d)  34  supplies,  preachers  not  members  of  the  Conference,  but 
serving  charges,  as  yet  not  brought  within  the  benefits  of 
the  movemefit. 

The  record  showed  one  preacher  in  charge,  with  a  family,  who 
received  that  year  only  $238.00. 

The  record  further  showed  the  largest  salary  paid  that  year  to 
a  supply  was  $925,.00 ;  and  the  poorest  paid  supply  received  $60.00 
for  his  year's  work. 

From  the  salary  receipts  as  shown  in  the  1935  Annual  and 
the  current  year's  missionary  appropriations  was  worked  out  the 
list  upon  which  distribution  of  the  Minimum  Salary  Fund  should 
be  made  at  this  present  meeting  of  the  Conference.  This  list  is 
given  as  Supplement  1  hereto.  The  total  deficit,  figured  on  the 
above  basis,  in  even  hundreds,  was  $23,800.00.  The  one-half 
which  should  be  supplied  by  the  Commission,  had  all  of  these 
charges  taken  advantage  of  the  opportunity,  was  $11,900.00. 

The  1935  Annual  showed  the  total  salaries  received  by  the 
several  Presiding  Elders  to  have  been  $37,600.00,  and  the  total 
salaries  paid  to  the  Preacher  in  Charge  receiving  $15(X).00  or  more 
was  $168,400.00,  giving  a  grand  total  of  $206,100.00  Approxi- 
mately six  per  cent  of  this  total  would  equal  the  required  fund, 
$11,900.00.  Therefore,  taking  this  as  a  "yard  stick",  the  Com- 
mission called  upon  each  charge  paying  $1500.00  or  more  to  pay 
into  the  fund  an  amount  equal  to  six  per  cent  of  its  preacher's 
salary. 

It  was  discovered  that  many  of  these  charges  were  not  raising 
the  six  per  cent  quota,  and,  on  the  other  hand,  that  many  of  the 
"minimum  salary"  charges  were  making  no  effort  to  take  advan- 
tage of  the  opportunity  to  pay  in  full.  An  emergency  meeting 
of  the  Commission  was  called  at  which  were  present  Bishop  Ains- 
worth  and  a  number  of  invited  leaders  from  throughout  the  Con- 
ference bounds.  Following  this  meeting  an  urgent  appeal  was 
made  (1)  to  a  small  list  of  charges  to  pay  in  full  the  six  per 
cent  and  (2)  to  the  other  charges  paying  $1500.00  or  more  to 
bring  into  the  fund  amounts  not  less  than  three  per  cent  of  their 
preacher's  salaries. 

Accurate  forecast  is  impossible,  but  the  present  information 
received  through  the  Presiding  Elders  indicates  that  about  forty- 
four  charges  are  endeavoring  to  take  advantage  of  the  Minimum 
Salary  plan.  As  Supplement  2  is  given  a  list  of  these  charges 
this  for  such  aid  as  it  may  be  to  the  Conference  in  dispensing 
the  fund. 
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Recommendations : 

1 — That  the  Minimum  Salary  Movement,  on  either  the  present 
or  different  plan,  be  continued. 

2 — That  a  Special  Minimum  Salary  Fund  Financial  Secretary 
be  nominated  by  the  Conference  Secretary  to  take  charge 
of  the  final  gathering  of  data  from  charge  reports  and  to 
make  distribution  of  funds. 

3 — That  the  Conference  appoint  a  Commission  to  continue  the 
work  during  the  ensuing  year  with  such  instructions  as  it 
shall  deem  wise  to  give.

To  the  Holston  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
South,  sitting  in  113th  Session  at  Cleveland,  Tennessee: 

Your  Commission  on  Audits  and  Fiscal  Matters  made  detailed  report 
to  your  1935  meeting  as  shown  on  pages  58  through  74  of  the  last  year's 
Annual.  That  report  was  received  and  ordered  to  record,  the  several 
recommendations  of  the  Commission  were  adopted,  and  the  task  of  carying 
out  certain  of  the  recommendations  was  referred  to  a  new  Commission,  of 
like  name,  composed  of  E.  H.  Lawman,  L.  E.  Hoppe,  A.  V.  Rudy,  Charles 
C.  Sherrod,  and  Lavens  M.  Thomas. 

The  several  recommendations  referred  to  this  Commission  were  those 
respecting  the  following  interests  : 


Board  of  Finance. 
Centenary  College. 
Emory  and  Henry  College. 
Hiwassee  College. 
Holston  Orphanage. 
Triangular  Mountain  Institute. 


As  Supplements  i  through  6  hereto  are  given  the  specific  items  of 
reference  and  the  action  of  the  Commission  thereon.  In  addition,  Supple- 
ments 7  through  1 1  embrace  the  following  items :

However, 
the  efforts,  and  fine  cooperation  with  the  Commission  in  the  Centenary 
College  matter,  rendered  by  Dr.  J.  N.  Hillman,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Christian  Education,  were  so  marked  that  this  report  would  be  incomplete 
without  mention  of  his  name.

superannuated  minister,  and  any  excess  that  may  be  produced  by 
said  fund  over  the  yearly  requirements  of  said  home  shall  be  paid 
into  the  fund  for  the  relief  of  superannuated  ministers  of  the  Hol- 
ston  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South.

CENTENARY  COLLEGE 
Items  of  Reference: 

1.  "To  take  in  hand  the  matter  of  the  Conditional  Sale  Con- 
tract and  option  with  the  Bob  Jones  College  and  see  to  the 
protection  of  the  interests  of  the  Church" ;  and 

2.  "To  cooperate  with  the  College  authorities  in  handling  the  whole 

situation  to  best  advantage,  and  with  full  power  to  act." 

The  items  of  assets  and  of  liabilities  of  the  College  are  set  forth  in 
the  report  of  the  Commission  last  year  (Annual  pp.  65-6),  and  the  Com- 
mission is  not  advised  of  any  change,  except  as  to  accrual  of  interest; 
therefore,  the  items  of  principal  remain; 

1.  Assets :  The  College  plant  at  Cleveland,  Tennessee,  including 
land,  buildings  and  equipment,  subject,  however,  (i)  to  the 
$33,000.00  option  to  Bob  Jones  College,  and  (2)  to  liens  secur- 
ing the  payment  of  the  bonds  and  notes  mentioned  below  in 
"Liabilities." 

2.  Liabilities :     Bonds  and  notes,  amounting  to  $66,835.00. 

Inquiry  from  informed  sources  indicate  that  the  physical  properties  are 
well  worth  the  option  price.  Therefore,  it  appears  that  the  net  deficit, 
difference  between  assets  and  liabilities,  is  $33,835.00  plus  interest. 

Your  Commission  has  done  its  utmost  to  bring  the  College  creditors 
and  the  Bob  Jones  College  into  agreement  as  to  release  of  mortgage  liens 
in  order  that  the  latter  may  have  deed,  under  its  option,  which  it  has  de- 
manded and  to  which  it  is  entitled.  The  Commission,  through  its  Executive 
Committee,  and  its  individual  members,  has  had  many  conferences  in  Cleve- 
land and  in  Chattanooga  with  the  interested  parties,  but  has  been  unable, 
up  to  date  of  this  report,  to  procure  the  assent  of  the  creditors  to  release 
the  liens  upon  payment  of  the  $33,000.00  option  price;  but  on  the  contrary, 
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the  creditors  demand  present  payment,  or  present  security  for  payment  of 
their  obligation  in  full.  The  Commission  offered  an  amortization  plan, 
extending  over  a  short  period  of  years,  under  which  the  Holston  Confer- 
ence would  retire  the  $33,835.00  with  interest,  but  that  not,  as  yet,  been 
accepted  by  the  creditors.

EMORY  AND  HENRY  COLLEGE 
Items  of  Reference:

"2"  and  "3"  above  be  assigned  for  accomplishment  during  the  Conference 
year  1936-1937-

SUPPLEMENT  4 

HIWASSEE  COLLEGE 
Items  of  Reference: 

1.  "To  cooperate  with  the  College  authorities  in  investigating  the 
questions  of  land  titles,  and  status  of  the  institution; 

2.  "To  examine  into  the  terms  of  Endowment  bequests  and  de- 
vises ; 

3.  "To  aid  and  cooperate  with  the  College  authorities  in  the  sale 
of  those  portions  of  the  lands  not  necessary  in  the  operation 
of  the  institution,  applying  the  sale  proceeds  toward  payment  of 
mortgage  debts  and  investing  the  remainder  in  interest  bear- 
ing securities ; 
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4.  "To  appraise  all  College  assets  belonging  to  the  Conference 
or  its  boards,  at  their  present  market  value  in  order  that  they 
may  be  properly  set  up  on  the  books  of  the  College." 

This  Institution  was  chartered  by  the  State  in  1850  under  the  Corporate 
name  "Trustees  of  Hiwassee  College",  and  was  operated  under  its  non- 
church,  general  welfare  charter  until  1908,  since  which  date  it  seems  to  be 
a  question  whether  it  has  been  operated  under  the  old  Charter  or  under 
the  supervision  of  a  "joint  board"  provided  for  in  a  contract  of  date  May 
II,  1908,  between  the  Corporation  on  the  one  part  and  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions and  the  Board  of  Education  of  Holston  Conference,  on  the  other. 
The  contract  in  question  is  as  follows  : 

"Articles  of  Agreement  between  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Hiwassee  College  of  the  first  part,  and  the  Boards  of  Missions 
and  Education  of  the  Holston  Conference  M.  E.  Church,  South, 
of  the  second  part. 

"I.  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Hiwassee  College  in  Monroe 
County,  Tennessee,  in  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  Hiwassee 
College  do  covenant  and  agree  to  deed  to  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  in  fee  simple,  a  plat  of  groufid  containing  six  acres 
more  or  less,  just  in  front  of  the  said  College,  also  to  donate  the 
old  College  brick  building,  estimated  to  be  worth  about  five  hun- 
dred, ($500-)  dollars;  provided  the  said  M.  E.  Church,  South, 
through  one  or  more  of  its  Boards,  or  other  agency,  shall  erect 
on  the  said  plat  of  ground  a  building  to  cost  not  less  than  three 
thousand  (I3G00-)  dollars. 

"H.  The  above  named  Board  of  Trustees  further  agrees  to 
raise  the  sum  of  One  Thousand  ($1000)  dollars  to  repair  and 
equip  the  present  College  buildings,  and  to  lease  the  same  with  the 
grounds  pertaining  thereto  to  the  said  M.  E.  Church,  South  for  a 
period  of  fifty  years  ;  provided  the  said  Church  through  her  vari- 
ous Boards  shall  employ  and  maintain  a  capable  faculty  of  not  less 
than  three  teachers ;  and  provided  further  that  the  said  Church 
shall  keep  the  before  mentioned  property  in  as  good  condition  as 
they  find  it. 

"HI.  Provided  further,  that  the  said  M.  E.  Church,  South, 
shall  maintain  a  course  of  study  equal  to  about  two  years  of  Col- 
legiate work,  as  shall  be  named  by  the  General  Conference  Com- 
mission of  Education,  or  such  a  course  as  the  said  Commission 
may  designate  for  a  'Junior'  College. 

"IV.  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Hiwassee  College  shall  re- 
main intact,  and  be  perpetuated  as  provided  in  the  Charter,  and 
together  with  a  Board  of  Visitors,  of  an  equal  number,  appointed 
by  the  Holston  Conference  of  the  M.  E.  Church,  South,  shall  hold 
in  trust  conjointly   the  aforesaid  property,    (visitors   and  trustees 
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having  equal  authority  and  privilege  in  all  matters),  for  the  pur- 
poses herein  named  during  the  term  of  this  lease. 

"V.  The  said  M.  E.  Church,  South,  through  the  Board  of 
Missions  of  the  Holston  Conference  shall  have  the  right  to  nomi- 
nate the  President  of  the  said  Hiwassee  College  and  present  his 
name  to  the  Joint  Board,  herein  provided  for,  for  confirmation. 
Also  that  the  President  so  chosen  shall  have  full  authority  to  select  - 
and  nominate  the  other  members  of  the  faculty,  subject  to  confir- 
mation by  the  Joint  Board. 

"VI.  This  Contract  may  be  cancelled  at  any  time  by  the  con- 
sent of  all  the  parties  thereto. 

"Signed  in  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Hiwassee  Col- 
lege, and  of  the  Boards  of  Missions  and  Education  of  the  Holston 
Conference,  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South.  Done  at  Hiwassee 
College,  Monroe  County,  Tennessee,  this  the  nth  day  of  May, 
A.D.,  1908,  as  witnesseth  our  signatures.

The  Present  Organization  whether  the  Corporation  only,  or  the  joint 
boards  under  the  contract  aforesaid,  is  willing  to  take  the  necessary  or 
proper  steps,  through  charter  amendment  or  otherwise,  to  save  the  question, 
and  make  the  institution  a  Church  School  to  be  owned  by  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  South,  and  have  submitted  to  Holston  Conference, 
through  this  Commission,  a  proposition  to  that  effect,  which  proposition 
is  tendered  herewith  as  Supplement  9  hereto. 

The  Commission  has  not  incurred  the  expense  incident  to  obtaining 
abstracts  of  title  to  lands,  but  did  have  the  Monroe  County  Surveyor  to 
survey  and  plat  the  properties  composing  the  College  plant;  on  the  contrary 
it  was  content  to  examine  the  instruments  purporting  to  vest  title  in  the 
present  owners,  which  instruments,  originals  or  copies  were  furnished  by 
Dora  E.  Young,  member  of  the  College  Board  and  its  legal  counsel.  These 
instruments  disclose,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commission,  that  of  the  eight 
tracts  of  land  platted  by  the  surveyor,  the  title  to  three  tracts  is  in  Trustees 
for  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  and  title  to  the  other  five 
tracts  is  in  the  Corporation,  "Trustees  of  Hiwassee  College." 
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It  seemed  inopportune  and  unnecessary  at  this  time  to  incur  the  ex- 
pense incident  to  examining  into  the  terms  of  endowment  bequests  and 
devises,  and  appraising  assets ;  neither  did  it  seem  wise  to  urge  sale  of 
any  of  the  lands. 

The  Commission  has  had  before  it,  of  course,  the  Hiwassee  College 
audit  prepared  by  Johnson  and  Associates,  two  numbers  of  which  were 
filed  with  the  Commissioner's  report  to  Conference  last  year,  and  in  ad- 
dition, the  current  year's  audit  as  of  August  4,  1936,  made  at  the  instance 
of  the  College,  is  in  its  hands.  These  audits  show  that  the  debts  of  the 
organization  are  small  in  comparison  with  its  assets.

SUPPLEMENT  5 

HOLSTON  ORPHANAGE 
Item  of  Reference: 

"That  the  Conference  set  up  a  Commission  to  examine  the  audit 
when  completed  and  take  up  with  the  authorities  of  the  Orphanage 
Corporation  any  and  all  questions  needing  attention  and  in  co- 
operation with  the  Orphanage  authorities  do  the  things  which  are 
needful  to  set  its  house  in  order,  to  which  end  the  Commission 
should  be  clothed  with  full  authority  of  the  Conference." 

Upon  completion  of  the  audit,  ordered  as  shown  in  our  report  to  the 
last  session  of  the  Conference  at  Chattanooga,  your  Commission  prepared 
a  detailed  list  of  recommendations  and  submitted  it  to  the  the  Orphanage 
Board,  all  the  vital  items  of  which  were  adopted  and  put  into  effect,  or 
are  in  process  of  being  worked  out. 

Your  Commission  called  for  the  title  papers  to  the  Orphanage  lands, 
and  have  had  in  hand  six  deeds,  covering  nine  tracts  or  plots  of  land. 
The  deeds  before  us  show  that  titles  were  taken  variously,  to  "Industrial 
Home  and  School,  Incorporated",  "Industrial  Home  and  School  of  the 
Women's  Home  Mission  Society  of  the  Holston  Conference  of  the  Metho- 
dist Episcopal  Church,  South",  C.  T.  Carroll,  and  others  "composing  the 
present  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Orphans  Industrial  Home  and  School 
of  Greeneville,  Tennessee,  Trustees  in  trust  for  said  Orphans  Industrial 
Home  and  School,  and  their  successors  in  office",  "Trustees  of  the  Holston 
Orphanage  and  their  successors  of  Greeneville,  Tennessee",  and  "Holston 
Orphanage,  Incorporated."  While  the  grantees  named  in  the  several  deeds 
vary  from  the  technical  corporate  names  of  the  institution,  yet,  in  our 
opinion,  they  are  sufficient  to  show  the  intention  of  the  parties  and  to  vest 
title  in  the  corporation,  or  in  trustees  for  the  corporation. 

The  audit  shows  lands  other  than  those  included  in  the  deeds  above 
mentioned,  and  if  the  control  of  the  corporation  shall  be  surrendered  to 
the  Church,  it  would  be  well  to  look  to  the  title  to  all  of  the  lands — 
we  have  not  examined  titles,  only  the  deeds  as  above  set  forth. 
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The  Commission  has  had  full  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  Orphanage 
management,  and  its  affairs,  as  the  Commission  views  them,  are  in  excel- 
lent condition. 

A  study  of  the  Orphanage  charter  and  organization  thereunder  de- 
velops the  fact  that  it  is  not  a  "Church  charter",  that  is  to  say,  the  charter 
does  not  provide  for  the  management  to  be  set  up  under  the  direction  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  or  of  the  Holston  Conference,  or 
any  of  its  controlled  arms.  On  the  contrary,  it  is  what  is  known  under 
our  Tennessee  laws  as  a  "General  Welfare  charter." 

The  original  charter  was  granted  in  1895  under  the  "name  and  style 
of  Orphans'  Industrial  Home  and  School",  and  is  of  record  in  the  office 
of  the  Register  of  Greene  County  in  Charter  Book  No.  i,  pages  381-387. 
The  charter  was  amended  in  1922  "so  as  to  show  the  name  and  style  of 
said  Corporation  and  Institution  to  be  'HOLSTON  ORPHANAGE'  ",  and 
is  of  record  in  said  Register's  Office  in  Charter  Book  No.  3^  pages  247- 
248. 

The  original  charter  provides,  among  other  things : 

"The  object  of  said  corporation  being  purely  charitable  and 
benevolent,  and  falling  within  the  purview  of  the  Acts  of  Ten- 
nessee of  1875,  Chapter  CXLII,  Section  i,  Sub-Section  2nd,  'For 
the  support  of  any  benevolent  or  charitable  undertaking,  as  a 
Lodge  of  Masons,  Odd  Fellows,  Hospitals  for  the  sick,  Houses  of 
Refuge  or  Correction,  Orphan  Asylums  and  all  other  objects  of 
like  nature' ;  said  Corporation  having  more  particularly  for  its 
objects,  the  founding  of  an  industrial  home  and  school  within  the 
territory  of  the  Holston  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  and  near  the  Corporate  limits  of  Greeneville,  Greene 
County,  Tennessee  wider  the  patronage  of  the  religious  denomina- 
tion known  by  the  name  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South, 
and  to  be  under  the  control  of  persons  all  or  a  majority  of  zvhom, 
shall  be  \members  of  said  religious  denomination." 

"Said  officers  and  the  other  corporators  to  constitute  the  first 
Board  of  Directors  who  will  serve  until  their  successors  are  ap- 
pointed or  elected  as  hereinafter  set  forth ;  that  is  to  say,  in  the 
month  of  October,  the  Woman's  Parsonage  and  Home  Mission  So- 
ciety, of  the  Holston  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
South,  shall  elect  by  ballot  six  directors  for  the  Orphans'  Industrial 
Home  and  School ;  and  in  the  same  month  of  each  year,  or  as  near 
that  time  as  it  is  practicable,  the  Bishop  or  President,  presiding 
over  the  Holston  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  shall  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Presiding 
Elders  of  said  Conference,  appoint  three  Directors  for  the  Orphans' 
Industrial  Home  and  School,  (said  Directors  may  be  males  or 
females,  married  or  unmarried,  or  part  males  and  part  females) 
and  the  nine  so  elected  and  appointed  shall  constitute  the  Board  of 
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Directors  for  the  Orphans'  Industrial  Home  and  School,  who  shall 
serve  for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  ap- 
pointed." 

"The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  the  power  to  increase  the 
number  of  directors  to  fifteen,  provided  the  Woman's  Parsonage 
and  Home  Mission  Society  of  said  Holston  Conference  must  al- 
ways elect  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  the  number,  the  remaining 
ones  to  be  appointed  by  the  presiding  Bishop  or  President  of  said 
Holston  Conference,  as  hereinbefore  designated. 

"The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  in 
the  Board  caused  by  death,  resignation,  or  removal  from  the  bounds 
of  said  Holston  Conference,  provided  the  aforesaid  ratio  is  kept 
up." 

In  addition  to  change  of  name,  the  amendment  recites : 

"And  to  further  so  amend  Charter  as  to  provide  that  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Directors  which  it  is  directed  in  the  original 
Charter  shall  be  elected  by  the  Woman's  Parsonage  and  Home 
Mission  Siciety,  shall  be  elected  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  of  Holston  Conference, 
at  its  annual  meeting  each  year,  this  change  being  made  because 
of  the  fact  that  the  Woman's  Parsonage  and  Home  Mission  So- 
ciety is  no  longer  in  existence  but  has  been  consolidated  with  the 
Women's  Missionary  Society." 

Italics  are  our  own. 

We  are  advised  that  this  institution  may  be .  brought  within  the  scope 
of  Church  management,  so  that  it  will  be  wholly  controlled  by  directors 
appointed  or  elected  by  the  Holston  Annual  Conference,  this  merely  through 
another  charter  amendment.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Orphanage  is 
Conference  supported,  there  is  a  wide-spread  demand  that  its  management 
be  bought  within  the  control  of  Holston  Conference. 

Insofar  as  your  Commission  has  heard  from  members  of  the  Or- 
phanage Board,  the  sentiment  seems  to  favor  the  surrender  of  the  Orphan- 
age to  the  Church.

SUPPLEMENT  6 

.      TRIANGULAR  MOUNTAIN  INSTITUTE 

The  Triangular  Mountain  Institute  is  a  benevolent  corporation  char- 
tered under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Virginia  on  March  19,  1935,  which 
charter  is  of  record  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court  of 
Buchanan  County,  Virginia,  in  Charter  Book  No.  i,  pages  61  to.  65:. 
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What  are  known  as  the  TMI  lands  is  a  tract  of  150.9  acres  in  Buch- 
anan County.  The  title,  it  appears,  is  in  W.  L.  Dennis,  and  others,  "as 
Trustees  of  the  Holston  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
South."     The  deeds  bear  the  following  Trust  Clause : 

"IN  TRUST,  that  said  premises  shall  be  used,  kept,  maintained, 
and  disposed  of  as  a  Mission  School,  known  as  Triangular  Moun- 
tain Institute,  now  located  on  said  property,  for  the  use  of  the 
ministry  and  membership  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South, 
subject  to  the  discipline,  usage,  and  appointments  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  South,  as  from  time  to  time  authorized  and  de- 
clared by  the  General  Conference  of  said  church  and  by  the  Annual 
Conference  within  whose  bounds  the  premises  are  situated." 

Investigation  disclosed  the  fact  that,  while  the  deeds  purport  to  convey 
the  fee,  the  original  grantor  was  vested  with  title  to  the  surface  only;  and, 
consequently,  the  Church  acquired  only  surface  rights. 

The  indebtedness  against  the  TMI  originally  amounted  to  approximately 
$25,000.00  Your  Commission  is  advised  that  Holston  Conference  at  its 
1930  session  at  Bristol,  Virginia,  undertook  to  assume  settlement  of  the 
TMI  debts  on  the  basis  of  fifty  per  cent,  of  amount  owing  to  each 
creditor. 

From  information  in  hand,  it  would  appear  that  the  fifty  per  cent, 
of  the  TMI  debts,  after  deducting  the  items  for  which  claims  will  not  be 
made,  because  of  gifts,  etc.,  will  amount  to  approximately  $12,500.00,  and 
for  this  sum  the  Conference  should  make  provision  in  its  amortization  plan. 

Messrs  Quillen  &  Quillen,  attorneys  at  law,  of  Lebanon,  Virginia,  have 
instituted  legal  proceedings,  on  behalf  of  creditors,  in  the  Circuit  Court  of 
Buchanan  County,  to  wind  up  the  affairs  of  the  corporation,  the  suit  being 
styled  Stone  Lumber  Company,  et  al,  vs.  Triangular  Mountain  Institute. 
However,  these  attorneys,  and  their  clients,  your  Commission  is  informed, 
are  quite  willing  to  settle  their  claims  on  the  fifty  per  cent,  basis ;  pro- 
vided that  the  basis  of  such  settlement  shall  be  original  principal  of  debt, 
plus  interest  at  six  per  cent,  up  to  date  when  settlement  agreement  shall 
be  executed,  and  plus  attorneys'  fees,  in  cases  where  such  fees  have  legally 
accrued,  the  reduced  amount,  fifty  per  cent.,  to  thereafter  draw  three  per 
cent,  interest  until  paid,  if  the  proposed  settlement  agreement  shall  be  per- 
formed without  default. 

Your  Commission  has  had  much  correspondence  in  this  whole  matter, 
and  its  representatives  have  had  conferences  at  Lebanon,  Virginia,  with 
the  creditors'  counsel ;  however,  complete  agreement  as  to.  terms  of  settle- 
ment has  not  been  reached.

SUPPLEMENT  7 

A  STUDY  OF  BOARD  AND  COMMITTEE  REPORTS  AS  THEY 
APPEAR  IN  THE  1935  HOLSTON  ANNUAL 

(By  Rev.  J.  W.  Perry,  D.D.) 

1.  The  Report  of  the  Board  of  Finance  shows  only  the  sums  ap- 
propriated to  the  several  Claimants  of  the  Conference.  By  taking  the 
trouble  to  add  this  up  the  amount  appropriated  can  be  determined.  Whether 
it  was  all  paid  cannot  be  determined  from  the  report.  There  is  no  report  of 
income  or  its  sources.  So  from  the  report  one  cannot  learn  whether  there 
was  anything  with  which  to  pay  these  appropriations,  or  whether  the  Board 
keeps  within  its  income  or  not. 

2.  The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Holston  Annual  is  clear  and 
definite,  all  that  could  be  asked  for.  It  shows  receipts  and  payments  and 
the  balance  left  over  after  paying  all  bills.  It  also  has  a  clear  statement 
of  the  condition  of  the  fund :  Cash  on  hand,  cash  due  from  the  Bank,  the 
accounts  past  due  totaling  $1,699.51. 

3.  The  Report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  shows  the  appropriations 
made  to  several  charges  and  causes.  But  the  income  of  the  Board  and 
the  total  paid  on  appropriations  is  not  indicated ;  nor  can  one  determine 
exactly  whether  the  amount  received  and  paid  out  balance  or  not. 

4.  The  Holston  Orphanage  shows  in  a  clear  and  definite  statement 
expenditures  of  137,066.76.  But  I  can  find  nothing  showing  receipts,  their 
source  or  whether  they  were  sufficient  to  cover  expenses.  I  am  not  able 
to  find  out  whether  the  Institution  is  living  within  its  income  or  not. 

5.  The  report  of  the  Board  of  Lay  Activities  is  clear  and  definite, 
giving  a  detailed  statement  of  income  and  expenditure  with  an  unexpended 
balance  on  hand  of  $516.78  or  receipts  of  $14.17  above  expenses  for  the 
year  ended. 

6.  The  Report  of  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  shows  receipts 
of  $23,435.08  in  their  general  fund  and  disbursements  of  $10,170.44  and 
a  balance  of  $13,254.64;  but  does  not  show  what  became  of  that.  If  it 
were  not  used  the  Board  would  need  no  income  for  at  least  one  year. 
In  their  report  is  given  a  statement  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Conference 
Young  People's  work  with  receipts  of  $4,360.56  and  expenditures  of  $2,- 
538.75  and  a  balance  on  hand  of  $1,821.81,  which  is  clear  and  satisfactory. 

The  report  of  the  General  Treasurer,  the  Dominion  National  Bank,  is 
very  clear  and  satisfactory.  It  shows  the  receipts  of  the  several  Boards 
out  of  the  funds  collected  on  the  Budget  from  the  regular  apportionment. 
But  some  of  these  Boards,  of  Finance,  Missions,  Orphanage,  have  other 
sources  of  income  which  nowhere  seem  to  appear,  at  least  I  have  not  been 
able  to  find  a  statement  of  such  income.  The  Board  of  Finance  has  in- 
vested funds  from  which  it  receives  income,  also  from  The  General  Board 
of   Finance,  and   from  the   Publishing   House.     The  Conference   Board  of

Missions  has  had  some  invested  funds,  and  the  orphanage  gets  money  from 
fifth  Sunday  offerings  in  Church  Schools,  and  personal  donations 
and  from  Missionary  Societies  and  Churches  sums  which  are  not  included 
in  the  Budget,  the  Orphanage  also  some  invested  funds  but  there  is  nothing 
in  the  "Annual"  to  show  what  any  of  these  Boards  have  received  from 
these  sources  nor  to  indicate  the  condition  of  their  investments.  It  would 
seem  that  the  Conference  should  be  kept  well  informed  as  to  the  true 
status  of  all  these  matters.  The  Institutions  owe  it  to  themselves  to  make 
this  showing. 

Then  our  Colleges  ought  to  report  in  the  "Annual"  a  summary  of 
their  receipts  and  expenditures  so  that  the  Conference  could  know  at  all 
times  their  financial  condition  and  especially  whether  they  are  keeping 
expenses  within  their  income. 

I  am  not  sure  that  the  Conference  should  not  enact  a  rule  that  any 
agent  who  shall  incur  a  debt  at  the  close  of  any  year  be  held  personally 
responsible,  except  for  some  unforseen  calamity  which  could  in  no  way  be 
avoided.

I,  H.  L.  Callahan,  hereby  certify  that  I  am  Secretary  of  the  Cor- 
poration, Trustees  of  Hiwassee  College,  and  that  the  following  preamble 
and  resolutions  were  adopted  by  unanimous  vote  at  a  meeting  of  the  Cor- 
poration aforesaid,  duly  called  and  held  at  Hiwassee  College,  Madisonville, 
Tennessee,  at  2  :oo  o'clock  P.  M.  on  September  8,  1936,  a  quorum  being 
present,  which  resolutions,  as  they  remain  of  record  in  the  minutes  of  the 
Corporation,  are  as  follows : 

WHEREAS,  Hiwassee  College  has  been  and  is  now  being

.  ;  the  operation  of  the  College  to  a  much  larger-  degree  than  ■  has  any 
other  interestj  or  Gombination  of  interests-;  and  .  -    ;    . 
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WHEREAS,  it  appears  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  that  the 
best  interests  of  the  School,  the  College  and  the  Corporation, 
itself,  will  be  served  by  placing  the  full  control  of  the  Corpora- 
tion in  the  Holston  Annual  Conference;  NOW  THEREFORE, 
BE  IT 

RESOLVED,  by  this  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Cor- 
poration, Trustees  of  Hiwassee  College,  in  duly  called  session, 
that  the  best  interests  of  the  Corporation,  of  the  Hiwassee  College 
and  of  the  Community  which  the  School  serves,  demand  (i)  that 
the  Corporation  be  brought  wholly  within  the  control  of  the  Hol- 
ston Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South, 
so  that  the  College  plant  and  all  of  its  other  properties  and  assets 
shall  be  vested  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  or  its 
rightful  successor,  or  successors,  in  fee  simple,  subject  to  the  disci- 
pline, control  and  usage  of  said  Church,  or  its  successors,  as  from 
time  to  time  authorized  and  declared  by  the  General  Conference, 
or  other  general  government  body,  of  said  Church,  and  by  the 
Holston  Annual  Conference  or  other  subdivision  of  the  Church 
within  those  bounds  the  properties  are  or  may  be  situated,  (2) 
that  the  proposal  to  this  end  be  submitted  to  the  Holston  Annual 
Conference  at  its  next  meeting  to  convene  in  Cleveland,  Tenn.,  in 
October  next,  (3)  that,  in  event  of  acceptance  of  the  proposal  by 
the  Conference,  steps  be  taken  at  once  to  effect  such  end,  either 
by  Charter  amendment  or  otherwise  as  may  seem  proper,  (4)  that 
a  committee  of  four  composed  of  the  President,  F.  A.  Carter ; 
Dora  Young,  the  Corporation's  counsel ;  J.  W.  Perry  and  Sue  K. 
Hicks,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  to  represent  this  Board 
and  the  Corporation  in  presenting  this  proposal  to  the  Holston 
Conference,  and,  if  accepted,  to  collaborate  with  the  Conference 
authorities  in  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  these  resolutions,  and 
(5)  that  the  Committee  aforesaid  represent  to  Holston  Conference 
that  it  is  the  earnest  desire  and  hope  that  Hiwassee  College  be 
continued  as  a  School  and  at  its  present  site.

SUPPLEMENT  10 

AMORTIZATION    PLAN 

WHEREAS,  HOLSTON  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE  of  the  Metho- 
dist Episcopal  Church,  South,  at  its  1919  Session  held  at  Princeton,  West 
Virginia,  passed  a  resolution  directing  the  purchase  of  the  Centenary  Col- 
lege plant  at  Cleveland,  Tennessee,  for  a  consideration  of  $60,000.00  and 
set  up  a  Commission  to  consumate  the  deal ;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Commission  aforesaid,  carried  out  instructions,  or- 
ganized a   Corporation   on   behalf   of   the   Conference,   and   took  over   the 
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properties,  the  Corporation  assuming  and  creating  an  indebtedness  in  amount 
of  the  consideration,  $60,000.00  represented  by  votes  and  mortgage  bonds ; 
and 

WHEREAS,  the  Conference  many  years  ago,  promised  to  set  up, 
through  ample  assessments,  a  sinking  fund  to  fully  liquidate  said  indebted- 
ness, which  was  not  accomplished;  and 

WHEREAS,  said  corporate  indebtedness  amounts,  at  this  time,  to 
$59>i36.4i,  principal,  and  a  rather  large  accumulation  of  interest,  which 
principal  indebtedness  is  now  represented  by  (i)  First  Mortgage  Bonds, 
$15,000,000,  and  (2)  Second  Mortgage  Notes  $44,136.41,  payment  of  which 
is  secured  by  first  and  second  mortgages,  respectively,  on  the  Centenary 
College  properties ;  and 

WHEREAS,  said  second  mortgage  notes,  as  the  $15,000.00  of  first 
mortgage  bonds,  bear  date  June  15,  1929,  and  are  executed  in  the  name  of 
the  corporation.  Board  of  Trustees  of  Centenary  College,  by  G.  L.  Hard- 
wick,  President,  and  D.  Sullins  Stuart,  Secretary,  the  said  notes  being  to 
the  following  and  in  the  following  amounts : 

1.  G.  L.  Hardwick,   for $  9,137.41 

2.  G.  L.  Hardwick,  for 17,646.06 

3.  J.  W.  Malone,  for 10,000.00 

4.  D.  Sullins  Stuart,  for 7,352.49 

and  each  note  being  endorsed,  pursuant  to  the  action  of  the  Conference, 
as  shown  on  pages  49,  50  and  23  of  the  1928  Annual  (Conference  Min- 
utes), as  follows : 

"We  the  undersigned  endorsers  of  this  note  expressly  waive 
presentment  and  demand  of  payment  and  notice  of  non-payment,  by 
protest  or  otherwise  and  guarantee  payment  of  principal  and  inter- 
est and  all  costs  of  collection.

"Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South.

and 

WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  Conference  action,  a  Commision,  on  Oc- 
tober 3,  1933,  executed  an  option  instrument  to  the  Bob  Jones  College,  a 
corporation,  agreeing  to  convey  to  that  Corporation  the  Centenary  College 
properties  in  consideration  of  the  payment  of  $33,000.00,  in  which  instru- 
ment the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Centenary  College,  the  corporation,  joined, 
giving  its  consent  and  approval  thereto ;  and 

WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  said  option  instrument,  the  optionee.  Bob 
Jones  College,  has  given  notice  that  it  has  exercised  its  option  to  buy,  and 
has  demanded  a  deed,  which  the  E£a,rd  of  Trustees  of  Centenary  College, 
the  corporation  holding  title,  cannot  execute  and  deliver  until  the  holders 
of  said  mortgage  liens  shall  be  willing  to,  and  do  release  the  overhanging 
liens ;  and 
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WHEREAS,  the  whole  of  said  indebtedness  should,  in  good  faith, 
have  long  since  been  paid,  the  delay  and  inattention  having  put  upon 
G.  L.  Hardwick,  a  faithful  and  most  useful  member  of  the  Conference 
through  the  years,  and  upon  his  co-holders  of  said  items  of  indebtedness, 
a  burden  which  they  should  not  have  been  called  upon  to  bear ;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Conference  has  another  and  kindred  matter,  being 
claims  of  the  creditors  of  the  Triangular  Mountain  Institute  in  the  amount 
of  about  $12,500.00,   which  should  be  cared  for ;   and 

WHEREAS,  to  amortize,  over  a  period  of  ten  years,  the  two  items. 
Centenary  College  and  Triangular  Mountain  Institute  debts,  together  with 
interest  charges,  calls  for  an  annual  requirement  of  approximately  $6,250.00 ; 
NOW  THEREFORE,  BE  IT 

RESOLVED,  by  the  Holston  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  South,  in  113th  Session  at  Cleveland,  Tennessee,  that  it 
does  reaffirm  its  obligation  to  lay  apportionments  or  askings  upon  the 
Conference  charges  sufficient  to  pay  said  outstanding  items  of  indebtedness 
in  full,  to  which  end,  pursuant  to  a  plan  of  amortizing  the  entire  indebted- 
ness, including  all  accrued  and  accruing  interest,  over  a  period  of  Ten  (10) 
years,  by  ten  (10)  equal,  annual  installment  payments,  the  Conference 
Commission  on  Budget  is  authorized  and  instructed  at  this  Session  of  the 
Conference,  to  set  up,  or  lay,  an  apportionment  or  asking,  through  the 
channel  of  what  is  known  as  the  Benevolences,  in  an  amount  equal  to  the 
first  annual  payment  under  this  plan  of  amortization,  in  order  to  create 
a  sinking  fund  sufficient  to  pay  the  first  installment  under  such  plan,  and 
(2)  to  maintain,  from  year  to  year,  like  apportionments  or  askings,  and 
like  sinking  fund,  and  in  sufficient  amount,  until,  within  a  period  of  ten 
(10)  years,  or  sooner  if  practicable,  full  liquidation  of  said  obligations 
shall  have  been  accomplished;  and 

RESOLVED,  further,  that  the  sinking  fund  herein  provided  shall  be 
carried  in  a  sepcial  account  by  the  Conference  Treasurer,  which  special  ac- 
count shall  be  credited  with  its  proper  proportion  of  receipts  as  they  come 
to  the  hands  of  the  Conference  Treasurer  from  the  churches,  and  pro  rata 
with  all  of  the  other  so-called  Benevolences,  and  that  the  Conference 
Treasurer  be  and  is  hereby  instructed  to  honor  no  drafts  upon  such  special 
account,  except  drafts  in  liquidation  of  the  items  for  which  the  sinking 
fund  herein  provided  shall  be  set  up ;  and 

RESOLVED,  further,  that,  unless  other  and  different  action  be  taken 
at  this  session,  the  arm  of  the  Conference,  heretofore  set  up  as  its  holding 
Company,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Centenary  College,  a  corporation,  be 
and  it  hereby  is  instructed  and  fully  authorized  to  renew  the  instruments 
now  evidencing  what  are  known  as  the  Centenary  items  of  indebtedness, 
to  change  their  form  and  to  do  any  and  all  things,  which,  in  the  discretion 
of  the  Corporation,  shall  be  necessary  or  proper  to  maintain  them  as 
subsisting  obligations  until  they  shall  have  been  paid  in  full ;  and.    . 
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RESOLVED,  further,  that  the  following  be  and  hereby  is  adopted 
as  a  specific  plan  to  put  into  immediate  effect  the  general  plan  to  amortize 
the  aforesaid  items  of  indebtedness : 

1.  No  increase  in  the  total  Conference  Budget  for  Benevolences. 

2.  Each  Conference  Board  take  a  five  (5)  per  cent,  reduction 
from  its  present  apportionment  or  askings  in  favor  of  the 
Board  of  Christian  Education. 

3.  Let  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  effect  such  economies 
as  that  the  savings,  in  its  present  budget,  together  with  the  in- 
crease of  income  from  the  five  per  cent,  additional  apportion- 
ments, or  askings,  shall  supply  the  amount  annually,  to  meet 
the  sinking  fund  requirements,  so  that  the  Centenary  College 
and  Triangular  Mountain  Institute  obligations  of  the  Confer- 
ence shall  be  retired  through  ten  equal  annual  payments. 

4.  In  order  that  no  cause  shall  suffer,  let  each  Church,  which 
has  not  accepted  its  full  quota  of  Benevolences,  increase  its 
giving  to  these  causes,  at  least  ten  (10)  per  cent  over  last  year's 
amounts. 

5.  Let  the  Church  School  Day  and  Fourth  Sunday  collections 
in  the  Church  School  be  stressed  so  as  to  increase  the  income 
therefrom. 

6.  So  that  the  sacred  Superannuate  Fund  may  not  suffer  (i)  let 
the  Conference  Board  of  Missions  repay  its  outstanding  obli- 
gations to  the  Board  of  Finance  and  other  Boards  through  the 
liquidation  of  sufficient  amount  of  its  available  assets,  and  (2) 
let  Mothers'  Day  be  set  apart  as  Superannuate  Day,  and  on 
that  day  let  a  special  offering,  over  and  above  the  apportion- 
ments, be  made  in  each  congregation  for  the  Board  of  Finance, 
and 

RESOLVED,  further,  other  provisions  in  these  resolutions  to  the 
contrary,  notwithstanding,  that  no  creditor  of  either  Centenary  College  or 
Triangular  Mountain  Institute  shall  have  any  right  or  claim  upon  any 
portion  of  the  sinking  fund  to  be  set  up  as  herein  set  forth  unless  or  until 
such  creditor  shall  be  in  agreement  with  the  Conference  authorities  to  abide 
by  the  terms  and  spirit  of  this  general  amortization  plan ;  and,  in  the 
absence  of  such  agreement,  then  the  portions  of  such  fund  which  would 
otherwise  have  gone  to  such  creditor,  shall  be  subject  to  appropriation  and 
disbursement  by  the  Conference  toward  other  items  of  its  work,  at  its  will; 
and 

RESOLVED,  further,  that  nothing  in  these  resolutions  shall  be  con- 
strued so  as  to  acknowledge  or  give  a  creditor  of  Centenary  College,  or 
Triangular  Mountain  Institute  any  right  or  claim  against  the  Conference, 
not  heretofore  existing. 
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SUPPLEMENT  11 
RECOMMENDATIONS 

As  to  Supplement  i,  Board  of  Finance : 

1.  That  the  Wall  and  Shuff  funds,  if  the  law  permits,  be  trans- 
ferred to  The  Board  of  Finance  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South, 
St.  Louis,  Mo.,  for  administration. 

As  to  Suppltinent  2,  Centenary  College,  and 

As  to  Supplement  6,  Triangular  Mountain  Institute : 

2.  That  the  amortization  plan  as  set  forth  in  Supplement  lo  to  be 
adopted  and  immediately  put  into  effect. 

3.  That  some  arm  of  the  Conference  be  especially  charged  with  the 
task  of  handling  the  Centenary  College,  Bob  Jones  College  and  Triangular 
Mountain  Institute  problems,  in  all  of  their  details,  so  as  to  protect  the 
interests  of  the  Church,  and  with  full  power  to  act. 

As  to  Supplement  3,  Emory  and  Henry  College: 

4.  That  some  arm  of  the  Conference  be  charged  with  the  tasks  (a) 
of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  items  "i",  "2"  and  "3"  of  Supplement 
3,  and  (b)  of  looking  into  the  question  of  title  to  the  College  lands. 

As  to  Stipplement  4,  Hiwassee  College : 

5.  In  order  to  bring  the  issue  before  the  Conference,  for  action,  it 
is  recommended,  that  the  proffer  of  the  authorities  now  operating  the 
College  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  institution,  or  take  other  proper  course, 
so  as  to  make  it,  indeed,  a  Church  school,  and  make  of  its  properties  assets 
belonging  to  the  Methodist  Episcopal   Church,   South,  be  accepted. 

6.  In  event  the  Conference  shall  elect  to  take  over  the  College  as 
proposed  in  recommendation  "5"  above,  then  it  is  further  recommended 
(a)  that  some  arm  of  the  Conference  be  set  up  to  cooperate  with  the 
College  authorities  to  accomplish  the  results  set  forth  in  Supplement  9, 
and  (b)  that  instructions  be  given  to  carry  out  the  items  of  recommen- 
dation set  forth  at  the  head  of  this  Supplement  4,  at  "i",  "2",  "3",  and 
"4." 

As  to  Stipplement  5,  Holston  Orphanage : 

7.  In  order  to  bring  the  issue  before  the  Conference  for  action,  it  is 
recommended  that  action  be  taken  on  the  following  question :  It  is  the 
sense  of  the  Conference  that  the  Orphanage  should  be  technically  and  legally 
an  institution  of  the  Church,  and  should  be  under  the  direct  control  of 
Holston  Conference;  and 

8.  In  the  event  item  "7",  next  above,  be  adopted,  then  it  is  further 
recommended  that  some  arm  of  the  Conference,  with  full  power  to  act, 
be   set  up    (a)    to   negotiate   with   the   Orphanage   authorities,   to  the   end 
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that  the  institution  may  become  Church  property  and  controlled  by  the 
Church,  and  (b)  if  such  negotiations  be  successful,  to  take  over,  by  charter 
amendment  or  other  proper  process,  and  in  the  name  of  the  Church,  the 
institution  with  all  of  its  assets. 

As  to  Supplement  6,  Triangular  Mountain  Institute: 

g.  That  the  amount  of  $12,500.00  be  included  in  the  general  amor- 
tization plan  of  the  Conference,  to  set  up  a  sinking  fund  to  liquidate  the 
TMI  indebtedness. 

As  to  Supplement  7,  Study  of  Board  Reports: 

10.  That  each  Institution,  B.oard,  Commission,  Committee  or  other 
arm  of  the  Conference,  charged  with  receiving  and  disbursing  moneys,  in 
its  yearly  report  to  the  Annual  Conference,  or  appended  thereto  when  such 
report  shall  be  finally  edited,  for  publication  in  the  Annual,  shall  submit 
a  financial  statement  clearly  showing,  in  substance,  (i)  Receipts,  with  their 
sources,  (2)  Disbursements,  on  what  accounts,  and  (3)  Balance  on  hand — 
this  in  order  that  the  whole  Conference  may  be  fully  advised  of  its  financial 
condition. 

General : 

11.  (a)  That  the  Conference  Commission  on  Budget,  or,  in  the 
absence  of  the  Commission,  then  its  Executive  Committee,  be  charged  with 
the  task  and  duty  of  having  general  supervision  over  all  financial  matters 
of  the  Conference ;  and  that  the  Conference,  as  such  take  no  action  binding 
itself,  and  permit  no  action  to  be  taken  binding  it  directly,  or  through  any 
of  its  Boards,  or  other  arms,  for  the  payment  of  money  until  the  item  or 
items  in  question  first  shall  have  been  referred  to  such  Commission  or  its 
Executive  Committee  for  report  back  to  the  Conference — this  in  order  that 
all  Conference  financial  matters  may  be  handled  in  coordination  each  with 
other;  and  (b)  that  this  action  of  the  Conference  be  carried  in  each 
future  issue  of  the  Annual,  in  bold  type,  in  a  prominent  place,  preferably 
as  the  first  item  in  the  general  section  under  "Reports." 

On  motion  of  Dr.  I.  P.  Martin,  duly  seconded,  the  following  resolu- 
tions were  unanimously  adopted  and  it  was  so  declared : 

RESOLVED,  That  Report  No.  i  of  the  Commission  on  Audits 
and  Fiscal  Matters  be  ordered  filed  and  spread  of  record  on  the 
Conference  Minutes ;  and  that  the  several  recommendations  therein 
be  adopted  and  made  the  action  of  the  Conference  itself ;  and 

RESOLVED,  Further,  that,  where  in  Supplement  11,  to  said 
Report  the  term  "some  arm  of  the  Conference"  is  used,  it  shall 
mean  the  Commission  submitting  the  report,  and 

RESOLVED,  Further,  that  said  Commission  be  and  it  hereby    . 
is  charged  with  the  task  of  carrying  out,  or  seeing  to  the  carrying 
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out  of  the  several   recommendations   set   forth  in  said   Supplement 
II,  whether  or  not  any  such  recommendation  names  or  suggests  a 
means  for  its  performance,  or  enforcement. 

SUPPLEMENT  "C" 

THE  BIBLE  BOARD 

We  are  happy  to  make  the  following  report,  on  the  120th 
year  of  continuous  Scripture  ministry  rendered  by  the  American 
Bible  Society,  whose  sole  object  is  to  encourage  a  wider  circu- 
lation of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  without  note  or  comment. 

We  are  gratified  to  note  progress  in  the  matter  of  trans- 
lation ;  and  that  the  Word  is  making  initial  appearance  in  the 
vernacular  of  Syria,  Turkey,  Guatemala,  Ecuador,  Bulgaria,  in 
the  Philippines,  in  several  parts  of  Africa,  and  among  numerous 
tribes  of  American  Indians.  At  the  close  of  1935,  the  whole 
Bible  had  been  published  in  175  languages;  the  New  Testament 
in  207  additional ;  while  entire  books  of  the  Bible  have  been 
published  in  a  total  of  972  langauges  and  dialects. 

Following  its  custom  of  many  years,  the  Bible  Society  will 
issue  materials  for  use  in  observing  "University  Bible  Sunday." 
(The  first  Sunday  in  December).  Included  in  the  materials, 
which  will  be  provided  free,  will  be  a  7, 5000- word  brochure 
prepa,red  by  Bishop  Paul  B.  Kern.  Other  valuable  aids  intended 
for  the  magnifying  of  the  Bible  through  our  local  Churches,  in- 
clude pamphlet,  leaflets,  stereopticon  lectures.  Virginia  and  West 
Virginia  pastors  should  address  the  Richmond  branch;  while 
Tennessee  churches  will  be  supplied  from  Atlanta.  Your  own 
Bible  Board  will  gladly  co-operate  as  far  as  possible. 

We  respectfully  suggest  the   following  resolutions : 

First :  That  we  recognize  the  work  of  the  American  Bible 
Society  in  translating,  printing  and  publishing  the  Bible  as  of 
great  importance  in  the  life  of  the  churches,  and  as  indispensable 
to  the  whole  missionary  enterprise. 

Second :  That  we  acknowledge  the  importance  of  a  more  gen- 
eral use  of  the  Bible;  and  recognize  our  responsibility  for  its 
wider  distribution  in  the  homes  of  our  people,  white,  colored, 
both  in  and  out  of  our  several  churches. 

Third :  That  we  will  plan  carefully  for  a  worthy  observance 
of  Bible  Sunday,  using  the  materials  offered. 

..Fourth :  That  in  view  of  the  decrease  which  the  Society  has 
suffered  in  the  financial  support  of  our  own  and  other  branches 
of  the  Church  of  God  during  recent  years ;  we  appeal  to  any  of 
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our  people  who  may  be  disposed,  to  supplement  our  contribution 
through  the  chanel  of  regular  benevolences,  by  personal  gifts,  or 
legacies  directly  to  the  Society's  headquarters  in  New  York.

REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  HOLSTON  CONFERENCE 

Cleveland,  Tennessee. 
October  8,  1936. 

To  the  Holston  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  South,  sitting  in  113th  Session 
at  Cleveland,  Tennessee: 

The  corporation  held  its  annual  meeting  during  the  period  of 
the  1935  session  of  the  Conference  when  E.  H.  Lawman  and  R.  N. 
Havens  were  duly  nominated,  and  were  later  duly  confirmed  by 
the  Conference  as  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  in  the  place 
and  stead  of  George  P.  Crockett  and  J.  A.  Burrow,  deceased; 
and  C.  K.  Wingo  was  likewise  nominated  and  confirmed  as  a 
member  of  the  Board  in  the  place  and  stead  of  N.  M.  Watson, 
resigned. 

The  following  were  elected  as  officers  for  the  ensuing  year:

The  real  properties  held  by  the  Corporation  are  those  deeded 
to  it  by  Henry  M.  Winslow,  as  evidenced  by  two  deeds  of  record 
in  Book  "Y",  Series  4,  pages  335  and  336,  in  the  office  of  the 
Registrar  of  Roane  County,  at  Kingston,  and  comprise  what  are 
known  as  the  Winslow  apartments  in  Harriman,  Tennessee;  and 
certain  wild  land  acreage. 

These  deeds  carry  the  following  trust  provisions : 

(1)  "for  the  benefit  of  Hiwassee  College,  holding  and 
to  hold  the  same  (as  investment  of  its  endowment  funds")  ; 
and 

(2)  "for  the  benefit  of  Hiwassee  College,  holding  and 
to  hold  same  or  to  dispose  of  the  same  as  an  investment 
of  the  endowment  fund."

SUPPLEMENT  "E" 

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  FINANCE 

It  is  with  a  feeling  of  deep  appreciation  for  their  lives  and 
labors  that  we  handle  the  claims  of  our  Superannuates  and  their 
widows.  The  Board  of  Finance  in  the  last  seven  years  has  been 
very  much  humiliated  to  have  to  make  so  small  allowances  from 
our  limited  funds.  In  the  face  of  distressing  need  we  have  tried 
to  do  our  best  in  making  the  apportionments. 
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We  request  permission  of  the  Conference  to  divide  our  money 
on  a  fifty-fifty  basis:  50  per  cent  on  years  of  service  and  50  per 
cent  according  to  need  ;  and  your  indulgence  in  filing  the  individual 
amounts  in  the  Minutes  without  being  read  in  the  Conference. 

For  a  number  of  years  we  have  been  given  the  offering  taken 
at  the  seat  of  the  Conference.  We  urge  that  a  strong  appeal  be 
made  this  Sunday,  as  this  is  applied  to  our  emergency  fund  for 
the  year. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  "Commission 
on  Audits  and  Fiscal  Matters"  of  October  8,  1936,  we  request 
the  trustees  of" the  Wall  Fund  to  transfer  that  Fund  to  the  Board 
of  Finance  of  The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  St.  Louis, 
Mo.,  for  administration. 

Attention  is  called  to  paragraph  561  of  the  1934  Discipline: 

"The  years  of  active  service  of  a  superannuated  preacher  shall 
be  from  the  date  of  his  admission  On  Trial  to  the  date  of  his 
superannuation,  less  the  years  within  this  period  when  he  was 
located,  supernumerary,  superannuated,  or  appointed  to  student 
work  without  pastoral  assignment;  provided,  however,  that  only 
two  years  shall  be  allowed  for  the  time  he  was  On  Trial. 

The  years  of  active  service  for  a  preacher's  widow  shall  be 
the  years  that  she  was  his  wife,  during  his  years  of  active  service." 

We,  furthermore,  request  that  an  offering  be  taken  in  our 
Churches  on  Mothers'  Day  to  go  to  the  Conference  funds  to  apply 
on  immediate  need,  rather  than  Endowment,  and  that  our  people 
be  urged  to  respond  most  liberally. 

The  General  Board  of  Finance  directs  conference  approval  of 
the  following: 

First.  That  Superannuate  Endowment  month  be  observed  in 
paying  adjusted  quotas.  We  recommend  the  designation  of  the 
month  of  June,  as  heretofore. 

-Second.  That  the  presiding  elders  provide  a  stirring  repre- 
sensation  of  this  great  Church  claim  in  their  district  conferences. 

Third.  That  Dr.  W.  M.  Morrell  be  reappointed  as  Conference 
Director  of  Superannuate  Endowment. 

-Fourth.  That  the  Conference  Board  be  directed  to  send  a 
representative  to  St.  Louis  to  meet  with  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  General  Board  of  Finance,  to  assist  in  preparing  a  Re- 
organization Plan,  sometime  about  March  1st,  1937.  The  Board 
has  selected  the  chairman  of  the  Conference  Board,  subject  to 
the  adoption  of  this  report.

Your  Staff  presents  the  following  recommendations : 

1.  That  the  various  agencies  for  training  Christian  workers 
be  used,  and  tliat  the  two  Christian  Adventure  Camps,  our  Young 


m 
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People's  Assembly,  the  Adult  Assembly  and  the  Pastor's  School 
be  continued. 

(a)  That  two  additional  Christian  Adventure  Camps  be  pro- 
moted if  sites  can  be  found,  and  conditions  justify  them. 

(b)  That  the  Pastors'  School  and  Adult  Assembly  be  held 
separately,  and  that  the  Pastors'  School  be  scheduled 
earlier  in  the  summer. 

2.  That  the  present  organization  for  promoting  young  peo- 
ple's work  be  continued,  and  that  we  urge  our  local  churches  to 
take  advantage  of  the  opportunities  afforded  by  participation  in 
Union,  District,  and  Conference  young  people's  activities. 

3.  That  a  greater  effort  be  made  to  induce  our  churches  to 
observe  the  Special  Days,  and  that  May  the  16th,  the  date  fixed 
by  our  General  Board  of  Church  School  Day,  be  definitely  sche- 
duled as  Church  School  Day  throughout  Holston  and  that  the 
day  be  observed  with  program  and  offering.  It  is  imperative  that 
the  Board  secure  a  larger  income  from  Church  School  Day  and 
Missionary  Sunday  in  order  to  meet  the  demands  in  connection 
with  the  Centenary  and  T.  M.  I.  situations. 

4.  That  more  of  our  churches  be  urged  to  make  use  of  Va- 
cation Church  Schools  and  extra  sessions,  and  that  courses  for 
intermediates  be  included  in  Vacation  Schools. 

5.  That  the  offices  of  your  Board  continue  to  be  used  as  the 
distributing  center  for  the  Undergraduate  Library,  and  that  the 
Board  pay  the  postage  on  out-going  books. 

6.  That  the  Board  give  full  cooperation  to  the  promotion  of 
the  Emory  and  Henry  Centennial  with  the  view  of  realizing  an 
increased  income  for  the  Institution. 

7.  That  the  Board  give  full  support  to  the  effort  being  made 
by  the  General  Board  to  challenge  the  Church  to  bring  100,000 
new  adults  into  the  fellowship  of  the  Church  in  1936-37,  and 
that  a  Conference  Council  of  Adult  Workers  be  held  November 
16  and  17  to  make  plans  for  reaching  our  share  of  this  goal. 

8.  That  a  Conference  Director  of  Adult  Work  be  appointed. 

9.  That  we  give  ourselves  more  devotedly  to  the  task  of  help- 
ing our  preachers  and  people  understand  the  importance  of  Chris- 
tion  Education  as  a  means  of  extending  the  Kingdom  of  our 
Christ  in  times  like  these. 

1.  "That  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Pastor's  School  be 
composed  of :  the  presidents  and  one  member  from  the  Board  of 
Christian  Education,  the  Board  of  Missions,  the  Board  of  Lay

siding elders  as  ex-officio  members  with  the  right  to  vote;  and 
the  executive  committee  be  composed  of  the  presidents  of  the 
Board  of  Christian  Education,  the  Board  of  Missions,  the  Board 
of  Lay  Activities,  the  Woman's  Missionary  Conference,  a  rep- 
resentative from  the  Cabinet,  named  by  the  Cabinet,  and  the  Ex- 
ecutive Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Christian  Education. 

2.  Let  the  Pastors'  School  be  held  in  1937,  if  possible  near 
the  last  week  of  June  and  first  week  of  July. 

Let  the  Pastor's  School  and  the  Adult  Assembly  be  held  sep- 
arately, because  the  Summer  School  and  the  Pastor's  School  will 
tax  the  facilities  of  the  plant. 

4.  Let  each  Presiding  Elder  head  up  the  promotional  work 
of  the  School  in  each  District  to  secure  a  large  enrollment. 

5.  Let  undergraduate  course  or  courses  be  offered  in  the 
Pastors'  School  and  transportation  for  all  undergraduates  be  pro- 
vided in  each  District  by  the  Presiding  Elder  and  a  transportation 
committee.

Our  College  of  Bishops  has  called  for  a  great  forward  ad- 
vance in  missions,  the  objective  being  to  reemphasize  and  re- 
imbue  the  Church  with  the  missionary  and  evangelistic  passion 
and  to  strengthen  our  work  in  every  field  by  liquidating  the 
indebtedness  of  our  Board  of  Missions.  The  Bishops  themselves 
have  assumed  the  leadership  of  such  a  movement  and  have  desig- 
nated Bishop  Arthur  J.  Moore  as  General  Director.  This  enter- 
prise has  the  cooperation  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  the  finan- 
cial aspect  has  been  approved  by  the  General  Commission  on 
Budget. 

Your  Conference  Board  of  Missions  regards  such  an  advance 
movement  as  timely  and  urgently  needed  in  our  Church.  We 
believe  it  will  be  welcomed  by  our  people.  The  current  spirit  of 
secularism  and  materialism,  which  dominates  the  world  and  even 
threatens  the  Church,  can  best  be  combated  by  a  revival  among 
us  of  that  vital  spirituality  which  longs  for  the  salvation  of  all 
men  and  finds  expression  in  a  vigorous  policy  of  world  evangeli- 
zation. 

Therefore,  Be  it  Resolved : 

1.  That  we  welcome  the  leadership  of  the  Bishops  in  the 
proposed  undertaking,  and  pledge  to  them,  and  especially  to  Bishop 
Arthur  J.  Moore,  the  Director,  our  full  cooperation  in  every  as- 
pect of  the  Movement.

SUPPLEMENT  "I" 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CHRISTIAN 
LITERATURE 

There  are  few  things  more  important  than  that  our  people 
should  read  good  literature.  It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  much 
literature  is  being  circulated  which  is  utterly  corrupt  and  the 
tendency  of  which  is  to  render  utterly  corrupt  the  human  mind. 
This  impure  literature  is  having  its  disastrous  results,  especially 
upon  the  minds  and  hearts  of  our  young  people.  Considerable 
effort,  in  one  way  and  another,  to  lessen  the  circulation  of  this 
impure  literature  is  being  made.  Perhaps  one  of  the  best  things 
that  can  be  done  to  check  the  circulation  of  corrupt  and  impure 
literature  is  to  strive  to  increase  the  circulation  of  good  literature. 

Methodist  people,  especially,  should  seek  in  every  way  possible 
the  distribution  of  the  literature  issued  by  our  Publishing  House. 
There  are  two  good  reasons  why  we  should  support  the  Publish- 
ing House.  One  is  the  excellent  quality  of  the  publications  issued 
by  the  Publishing  House;  another  reason  is  that  the  profits  go 
to  our   Superannuate   preachers.     Last    year    the    Superannuate 
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preachers  of   the   Church   received  $120,160.09  and  the   Super- 
annuated preachers  of  our  Conference  received  $3,177.36. 

The  New  Hymnal  is  a  great  hymn  book  and  should  be  used 
by  all  our  churches.  Our  Christian  Advocate  is  one  of  the  best 
church  magazines  published.  The  World  Outlook  could  hardly 
be  better. 

Our  Sunday  School  literature  cannot  be  surpassed.  The  Car- 
go and  the  Christian  Home  are  to  be  especially  commended.

SUPPLEMENT  "J" 
COMMISSION  ON  BUDGET 

At  the  end  of  the  second  year  in  the  application  of  the  volun- 
tary principle  in  financing  the  missionary  and  benevolent  interests 
of  the  church,  we  again  express  our  belief  in  the  voluntary  prin- 
ciple, but  we  again  insist  that  it  will  not  work  itself.  Unless 
our  ministry  and  the  entire  teaching  agency  of  the  church  unite 
in  keeping  the  needs  of  the  Church  before  our  people,  and  the 
principle  of  Christian  Stewardship  is  diligently  cultivated,  the 
voluntary  principle  will  not  succeed  and  the  income  of  the  church 
will  decline. 

Of  the  $153,608.00  for  general  and  Conference  work  approv- 
ed by  the  Conference  last  year,  only  $91,896.00  was  accepted  by 
the  Quarterly  Conferences,  or  less  than  sixty  percent,  and  a 
decrease  of  thirty-eight  dollars  from  the  previous  year.  The 
amount  paid  on  the  acceptances  will  probably  be  in  excess  of  that 
paid  last  year. 

Your  Commission  on  Budget  has  been  asked  to  deal  with  a 
very  vexing  problem,  the  amortizing  of  the  debts  of  Triangular 
Mountain  Institute,  which  after  liberal  deductions  by  the  credi- 
tors amounts  to  $12,500  and  Centenary  College,  which  is  $33,835, 
a  total  of  $46,335. 
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Since  there  are  not  sufficient  funds  available  for  this  purpose, 
there  appeared  to  be  but  three  ways  by  which  additional  funds 
could  be  made  available;  the  first  was  to  increase  our  Conference 
askings,  but  since  the  present  askings  are  accepted  by  less  than 
sixty  percent  the  result  would  be  to  decrease  the  amount  received 
for  general  work  and  our  Conference  causes.  The  second  was  to 
decrease  the  amount  we  approve  for  general  work,  but  this  was 
regarded  as  unfair  since  it  practically  amounted  to  asking  the 
whole  Church  to  help  us  pay  our  debts.  The  third  was  to  pare 
off  enough  from  our  Conference  causes  to  secure  the  needed 
amount. 

This  whole  matter  was  threshed  out  at  a  meeting  composed 
of  representatives  of  the  Major  Conference  Boards,  the  Com- 
mission on  Audit  and  Fiscal  Matters,  the  Commission  on  Budget, 
and  the  Advisory  Committee  appointed  by  Bishop  Ainsworth. 
It  was  the  opinion  of  this  gathering  that  the  third  plan  was  more 
feasible  because  apparently  more  just,  so  we  adopted  it. 

The  annual  amount  needed  to  amortize  these  debts  in  ten  years 
is  $6,250.00  and  this  requires  an  appropriation  of  $10,500.00.  We 
have  already  available  the  apportionments  made  to  T.  M.  I.  and 
to  Centenary,  amounting  to  $4,480.00  and  a  deduction  of  $990.00 
from  the  apportionment  for  old  debts  totaling  $5,470.00,  and  we 
secure  the  balance  by  reducing  the  apportionment  for  operating 
the  Board  of  Christian  Education  23.2  percent,  and  the  appor- 
tionments to  all  other  Boards  and  to  Hiwassee  College  by  5  per- 
cent. We  made  this  larger  reduction  of  the  Apportionment  to 
the  Board  of  Christian  Education  only  because  we  had  the  as- 
surance that  an  earnest  effort  would  be  made  to  bring  about  a 
more  general  observance  of  the  fourth  Sunday  for  Missions,  42 
per  cent  of  the  proceeds  of  which  goes  to  the  Board  of  Christian 
Education,  and  especially  the  observance  of  Church  School  Day, 
with  a  collection,  all  of  which  goes  to  the  Board  of  Christian 
Education.  We  respectfully  request  our  Bishop  and  his  Cabinet 
to  make  this  one  of  their  immediate  objectives. 

The  general  askings  are  $78,778.00  and  our  recommendation 
is  that  our  acceptance  be  the  same  as  last  year,  $76,804.00  and 
the  Conference  askings  be  the  same,  making  a  total  of  $153,508.00 
and  the  combined  askings  be  distributed  to  the  districts  as  fol- 
lows :

REPORT  No.  1 

BOARD  OF  LAY  ACTIVITIES 

Your  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  laymen  of  our  church  have 
no  greater  opportunity  than  to  continue  the  emphasis  upon  the 
practice  of  the  principles  of  Christian  Stewardship.  This  is  espe- 
cially true  under  our  present  financial  set-up.  We  believe  in  the 
voluntary  principle  for  church  finance.  For  this  principle  to  be 
effective,  however.  Christian  men  and  women  must  be  alive  to 
their  duty  and  obligation  to  share  their  time,  talent,  service,  and 
property  for  the  Kingdom.  This  is  not  to  be  an  enforced  shar- 
ing, either,  but  is  to  grow  naturally,  from  an  ever-increasing  sense 
of  gratitude  and  appreciation  to  God  for  his  love  and  goodness 
to  us.  He  so  loved  that  he  shared  his  only  son  that  we  might 
have  abundant  and  everlasting  life.  On  the  basis  of  love,  then, 
rather  than  upon  any  legalistic  or  mechanical  foundation,  must 
the  progress  and  support  of  the  Kingdom  be  built.

We  make  the  following  recommendations : 

I — That  the  promotion  and  organization  of  classes  in  Christian  Steward- 
ship be  continued,  and  that  Lay  Leaders  be  urged  to  make  full  use  of 
all  printed  material,  such  as  tracts,  leaflets,  and  other  available  in- 
formation. Also  we  urge  that  all  District  Lay  Leaders  and  their  as- 
sociates make  preparation  for  conducting  some  institutes  for  Stewards 
in  each  Presiding  Elder's  district. 

2 — That  every  Board  of  Stewards  be  urged  to  purchase  a  copy  of  "A 
Methodist  Steward"  and  "Financial  Recovery  for  the  Local  Church", 
and  see  that  every  member  of  the  Board  is  given  an  opportunity  to 
read  those  two  valuable  books.  It  will  be  well  worth  the  modest 
price  of  $i.oo  for  the  two.  We  recommend  the  study  of  these  texts 
in  preparation  for  the  above  mentioned  institutes. 

3 — We  approve  the  minimum  salary  scale  which  the  Conference  voted 
one  year  ago,  and  we  pledge  our  loyal  support  of  the  movement  as 
a  constructive  means  of  temporarily  assisting  the  weaker  churches  to 
become  self-supporting. 

4 — That  we  once  again  emphasize  the  basic  value  of  the  Benevolences. 
.  They  represent  the  life  blood  of  the  entire  Church  program.  The 
spiritua;l  temperature  of  any  church  can  be  rather  well  determined 
by  what  it  is  doing  on  benevolences.  We  strongly  urge  that  plans 
be  made  for  an  every-member  canvass  early  in  the  year,  that  an 
effort  be  made  to  have  one-half  the  benevolence  budget  in  hand  by 
the  District  Conference,  and  that  the  total  be  collected,  if  possible 
at  least  thirty  days  before  the  date  of  the  Annual  Conference.  It 
can  be  done,  and  it  will  be  a  blessing  to  the  whole  church  to  see  that 
it  is  done. 
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5 — That  we  endorse  the  work  of  personal  evangelism,  the  organization 
of  Stewards'  Leagues  where  practicable,  and  Brotherhood  and  Chris- 
tian Service  Clubs. 

6 — That  we  again  emphasize  the  value  of  lay  speaking  activities.     The 

laymen  will  be  enriched,  and  the  churches  served  will  be  improved 

in  spirit  and  work.     We  further  commend  the  value  of   the  use  of 
laymen  for  three-minute  speaking. 

7 — That  we  endeavor  to  observe  Laymen's  Day  in  unison  this  year. 
The  date  is  June  13,  1937.     The  subject  is  "A  Fellowship  Church." 

8 — That  we  urge  all  Lay  Leaders  to  use  the  printed  quarterly  and  annual 
report  forms.     This  will  be  helpful  to  them  and  to  the  whole  church. 

9 — That  we  recommend  to  Presiding  Elders  and  District  Lay  Leaders 
that  each  District  Conference  provide  for  a  good  presentation  of 
the  dangers  of  present-day  legalized  liquor ;  that  all  pastors  be  urged 
to  preach  at  least  one  sermon  on  temperance  and  one  on  peace ; 
that  we  join  hands  with  all  who  are  endeavoring  to  rid  America  of 
the  curse  of  liquor,  and  the  tragedies  of  war.

REPORT  No.  2 
BOARD  OF  LAY  ACTIVITIES 

Our  last  General  Conference  charged  the  Board  of  Education 
and  the  Board  of  Lay  Activities  with  the  responsibility  of  "arous- 
ing our  people  to  a  fresh  realization  of  the  import  of  the  Gospel 
of  Christ  as  it  affects  industry,  racial  and  international  relations, 
and  particular  applications  of  Christ's  teaching  to  the  daily  af- 
fairs of  life." 

No  careful  observer  of  present  day  conditions  can  fail  to 
recognize  the  danger  to  society  which  the  return  of  legalized 
liquor  is  bringing  about.  "The  tragedies  of  broken  homes  and 
ruined  lives,  the  heavy  death  toll  from  drunken  drivers  on  our 
highways,  and  the  ruthless,  brazen  effrontery  of  the  liquor  inter- 
ests in  trying  to  make  our  people  liquor-minded  challenge  the 
Christian  Church  to  battle.  Shall  our  great  Church  accept  the 
challenge,  or  shall  it  make  a  cowardly  retreat?  If  we  are  worthy 
of  the  name  of  Christians,  we  will  fight  to  the  last  ditch,  and' use 
every  legitimate  means  to  overcome  this  great  evil.- 

As  a  suggested  method  to  this  end  your  Board  of  Lay  Ac- 
tivities recommends  the  following: 

I — That  a  special  Temperance  Program  be  put  on  at  each  District  Con- 
ference, under  the  supervision  of  the  Presiding  Elder  and  the  Dis- 
trict Lay  Leader,  and  that  the  very  best  available  speaker  be  selected 
to  discuss  the  various  phases  of  the  liquor  problem. 
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2 — That  from  time  to  time  under  the  direction  of  the  Charge  Lay- 
Leaders  and  the  Pastors,  there  be  held  in  all  our  Churches,  round- 
table  discussions  by  the  Board  of  Stewards,  on  the  liquor  problem 
generally,  and  especially  those  phases  of  the  question  that  more  par- 
ticularly affect  the  local  community;  all  with  a  view  of  educating 
the  people  as  to  the  dangers  and  suggesting  plans  for  meeting  the 
situation. 

3 — That  all  our  Pastors  be  urged  from  time  to  time  to  preach  special 
sermons  on  the  evils  of  the  drink  habit  as  well  as  the  curse  of  the 
legalized  sale  of  intoxicating  liquor. 

We  further  recommend  and  urge  that  our  people,  through 
special  courses  and  all  other  training  agencies,  be  taught  thoro- 
ughly what  alcohol  is  and  what  it  does  that  they  may  both  fear 
and  shun  it  as  a  so-called  beverage,  and  that  they  may  know 
that  alcohol  is  the  same  poisonous,  habit- forming  narcotic  drug 
whether  it  be  found  in  beer,  wine,  gin,  whiskey,  brandy,  or  any 
other  form  of  alcoholic  beverage.  Also,  that  in  all  the  dis- 
cussions of  the  liquor  problem,  emphasis  be  given  to  the  fact 
that  beer  and  light  wines  are  intoxicating  and  that  their  use 
cultivates  a  taste  for  stronger  liquors  and  that  the  licensed 
sale  of  these  beverages  is  invariably  an  entering  wedge  to  the 
sale  of  all  kinds  of  liquor. 

We  further  recommend  that  pastors  be  requested  to  nomi- 
nate no  person  for  membership  on  a  Board  of  Stewards,  or  for 
other  important  leadership  positions  in  the  Church  who  drinks 
intoxicating  liquors,  or  who  is  known  to  be  in  sympathy  with  its 
sale  for  beverage  purposes. 

We  further  recommend  that  influence  be  brought  to  bear 
everywhere  to  discourage  and  prevent  the  untruthful  and  dis- 
graceful advertisements  in  the  newspapers,  in  the  magazines,  on 
the  billboards,  in  motion  pictures,  over  the  radio  and  otherwise, 
tending  to  show  that  alcoholic  liquors  are  harmless,  wholesome 
drinks,  and  good  both  for  the  mind  and  body.  We  also  warn 
our  people  that  the  word  temperatuce  is  not  synonymous  with 
moderation,  but  is  intended  always  to  result  in  total  abstinence. 

Lastly,  we  recommend  that  our  people  require  of  all  officers 
that  they  rigidly  enforce  all  prohibition  laws  in  dry  territory,  and 
the  regulation  laws  enacted  to  protect  society  in  places  where  the 
sale  of  liquor  is  legalized. 

The  most  casual  observer  is  certainly  aware  of  the  increase 
in  drunkenness,  the  increase  of  crime,  the  increase  of  fatalities 
from  highway  accidents,  and  the  increase  in  lowered  morale  with 
respect  to  drinking  since  the  repeal  of  the  Eighteenth  Amendment. 
The  liquor  interests,  in  their  advocacy  of  repeal  were  loud  in 
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their  condemnation  of  the  prevalence  of  drinking  among  young 
people,  especially  girls,  and  yet  millions  of  dollars  are  being  spent 
today  by  the  same  liquor  interests  to  make  of  those  same  young- 
people  a  nation  of  drinkers.  "Consistency  though  art  indeed  a 
jewel."  If  it  were  wrong  for  young  people  to  drink  during  pro- 
hibition days,  how  can  it  be  right  for  them  to  drink  today?  The 
Church  must  lead  the  way  back  to  sanity,  sobriety,  and  safety.

This  year  marks  the  beginning  of  the  Centennial  Era  of  Emory 
and  Henry.  This  college  was  begun  in  1836  and  the  first  session 
was  conducted  in  1838.  The  years  1936  to  1938,  therefore,  con- 
stitute the  Centennial  Era  of  the  institution's  history.  The  col- 
lege board  of  trustees  has  inaugurated  an  enterprise  for  capitaliz- 
ing the  centennial  period  with  a  view  to  increasing  the  present 
endowment.  Such  achievement  must  be  made  if  the  college  is 
to  become  an  unconditioned  member  of  the  Southern  Association 
of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools,  or  in  fact,  if  it  is  to  remain 
any  kind  of  member  of  that  important  and  vitally  necessary  ac- 
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crediting  agency.  In  addition  to  increasing  the  endowment,  it  is 
very  necessary  to  liquidate  the  present  burdensome  indebtedness. 
Consequently  the  college  authorities  are  requesting  the  Holston 
Annual  Conference,  through  its  Board  of  Christian  Education, 
to  endorse  and  support  the  following  enterprise. 

I — To  approve  and  actively  participate  in  the  organization  of  Emory 
and  Henry  Centennial  Clubs  throughout  the  entire  Conference  to 
the  extent  of  at  least  one  club  in  each  charge,  and,  if  possible,  one 
club  in  each  church. 

2 — To  co-operate  with  the  college  authorities  in  a  solicitation  of  the 
membership  in  each  charge  with  a  view  to  enlisting  at  least  ten  per 
cent  of  said  membership  as  sustaining  members  of  said  clubs,  if 
possible. 

3 — To  approve  the  college  plan  that  all  over-head  expense  of  this  enter- 
prise is  to  be  provided  by  the  college,  and  that  every  dollar  received 
from  membership  dues  is  to  be  applied  on  the  payment  of  present  in- 
debtedness. 

4 — To  appove  the  amount  of  $io.oo  per  year,  payable  in  advance,  as 
the  annual  membership  fee. 

5 — To  pledge  good  faith  in  carrying  forward  the  Centennial  Enterprise 
in  an  earnest  effort  to  secure  at  least  ten  thousand  members  during 
the  next  two  years. 

Your  Board  of  Christian  Education  heartily  recommends  that 
the  Holston  Annual  Conference  approve  the  Emory  and  Henry 
Centennial  Club  Enterprise.  We  further  recommend  that  the 
college  authorities  be  assured  of  the  necessary  welcome  into  each 
charge  which  will  be  needed  to  make  effective  and  efficient  pre- 
sentation of  this  worthy  cause.  And  we  further  recommend  that 
all  Presiding  Elders,  Pastors,  and  Laymen  be  urged  to  seriously 
support  this  program  to  the  end  that  the  college  may  make  good 
its  centennial  slogan,  namely,  "A  clean  slate  in  1938."

BLANKET  INSURANCE 

After  investigation  by  the  Board,  we  are  unable  to  find  where 
any  Conference  has  blanket  insurance  to  cover  all  the  Church 
properties. 

In  discussing  the  matter  with  big  insurance  companies,  they 
inform  us  that  it  would  be  necessary  for  them  to  appraise  each 
piece  of  property.  This  would  be  quite  expensive,  and  they  would 
expect  the  Conference  to  be  responsible  for  this  expense. 

They  would  also  require  the  Holston  Conference  to  under- 
write the  premiums  on  the  entire  Church  properties  of  the  Con- 
ference. 

So,  with  the  facts  before  us,  we  doubt  if  the  Conference  is  in 
position  to  carry  out  such  a  program  at  this  time.  The  Conference 
itself,  by  creating  a  fund  large  enough,  could  some  day  carry 
its  own  insurance,  but  this  would  mean  the  Conference  going  into 
the  insurance  business,  with  the  proper  management.  Therefore, 
in  view  of  the  present  financial  condition  of  the  Conference,  we 
doubt  if  a  fund  large  enough  could  be  created  for  a  great  many 
years.

Many  of  our  churches  have  mortgages  with  the  insurance 
carrying  a  mortgage  clause,  which  the  holder  of  the  notes  would 
not  care  to  release,  and  most  all  churches  have  members  in  the 
insurance  business  who  feel  that  they  should  have  the  insurance. 

In  view  of  the  above,  we  feel  that  the  Conference  is  not  in 
position  at  this  time  to  carry  out  such  a  program.

SUPPLEMENT  "P" 
REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CHURCH  DEBTS 

The  committee  named  last  year  on  Church  Debts  has  made 
some  progress  and  believes  that  the  comparative  report  of  the 
Annual  last  year  and  this  year  will  show  a  most  encouraging  re- 
duction in  Church  Debts. 

We  have  taken  part  in  some  substantial  reductions  in  quite 
a  number  of  Churches.  In  many  cases,  we  were  able  to  get  a 
reduction  in  the  orginal  loan  where  the  charge  could  meet  the 
payments  on  the  reduced  obligation  and  save  the  property.  In 
such  cases  through  the  help  of  the  General  and  Conference  Boards, 
and  the  unselfish  interest  of  the  various  congregations,  satisfactory 
arrangements  were  made,  which  in  many  cases  saved  the  property 
from  foreclosure. 

This  is  a  new  move  on  the  part  of  the  Conference,  but  we 
believe  that  a  similar  committee  to  carry  on  another  year  will 
be  able  to  render  a  greater  service,  and  with  the  general  improved 
conditions  of  the  country  can  make  more  substantial  reductions. 
So,  we  recommend  that  a  similar  committee  be  named  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

We  find  that  the  pastors  and  presiding  elders  of  the  various 
charges  that  owe  money  are  anxious  to  cooperate,  and  your  com- 
mittee feels  that  a  well  followed  up  debt  retiring  campaign  be 
pushed  vigorously  during  the  coming  year. 

The  total  indebtedness  of  the  Churches  in  the  conference  at 
the  beginning  of  this  year  was  around  one  million  dollars.  With 
the  reductions  made  this  year,  plus  the  reductions  which  we  be- 
lieve can  be  made  during  the  coming  year,  this  should  be  reduced, 
conservatively  speaking,  by  one-quarter  million  dollars.

REPORT  No.  2  OF  COMMISSION  ON  AUDITS  AND 
FISCAL  MATTERS 

Since  submitting-  our  Report  No.  1,  the  Commission  has  been 
in  conference  with  the  Centenary  College  creditors  and  their  re- 
presentatives, and  are  now  in  agreement,  subject  to  the  action  of 
the  Conference,  to  adjust  the  College  indebtedness  as  follows : 

The  Conference  shall  authorize  and  instruct  the  Holston  An- 
nual Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  Inc., 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Centenary  College,  the  Conference 
Commission  on  Budget  and  the  Commission  on  Audits  and  Fiscal 
Matters,  one  or  all,  as  the  case  demands,  to  refund  the  balance  of 
the  Centenary  College  indebtedness,  oyer  and  above  the  $33,000.00 
option  price  to  the  Bob  Jones  College,  Inc.,  including  the  $7,000.00 
item  to  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  of  Holston  Annual 
Conference,  hereinafter  set  forth, 

(1) — By  executing  the  note  or  notes  of  The  Holston  Annual 
Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  Inc.,  in 
the  amount  of  the  remainder  of  said  indebtedness  as  above  set 
forth,  and  payable  to  the  several  creditors,  which  notes  shall  in- 
clude in  their  face  interest  at  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  as  con- 
templated in  the  plan  set  forth  in  our  Report  No.  1,  heretofore 
adopted  by  the  Conference,  which  plan  shall  hereinafter  be  re- 
ferred to  as  the  amortization  plan,  shall  bear  interest  from  maturity 
and  shall  be  payable  in  ten  equal,  annual  installments  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  November  of  each  year  until  all  mature,  the  first 
installment  to  mature  on  November  1,  1937; 

(2) — By  applying  the  funds  to  be  received  under  the  amor- 
tization plan  to  the  payment  of  said  notes  as  they  shall  mature ; 
provided,  that  in  event  of  the  payment  of  any  one  or  more  of 
said  notes  before  maturity,  then  pro  rata  deduction  shall  be  made 
of  the  unearned  interest  which  shall  be  included  in  the  principal 
of  such  note  or  notes ;  that  is  to  say.  the  interest  covering  the  re- 
mainder of  the  period  before  maturity  shall  be  treated  as  a  credit 
on  the  respective  notes ; 

(3) — By  applying  the  proceeds  of  sale  for  the  College  pro- 
perties, to  be  received  from  the  Bob  Jones  College,  Inc.,  and  the 
amount  of  $7000.00  to  be  advanced  for  that  purpose  by  the  Board 
of  Christian  Education :  First,  in  full  liquidation  of  the  first 
mortgage  bonds  outstanding  against  the  College  properties;  and 
Second,  the  remainder  of  said  funds,  toward  the  payment  of  the 
amounts  owing  to  the  holders  of  liens  under  the  second  mortgage 
against  the  College  properties,  and  to  the  general  creditors,  in 
such  proportions  as  shall  be  agreed  among  those  two  classes  of 
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creditors ;  provided,  that  if  such  agreement  shall  not  be  reached, 
then  pro  rata  according  to  amount  of  their  respective  claims ; 

Based  upon  the  above  plan,  the  Commission  submits  and  recom- 
mends the  passage  by  the  Conferente  of  the  following  resolution 
and  action : 

RESOLVED  by  the  Holston  Annual  Conference  of  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church,  South,  in  annual  session  at  Cleveland, 
Tennessee,  subject,  however,  to  agreement  on  the  part  of  all  the 
creditors  of  Centenary  College  to  abide  thereby, 

I — That  the  foregoing  plan  to  adjust  with  the  creditors  of  Centen- 
ary College  their  several  items  of  indebetedness,  be  and  it  hereby 
is  approved ; 

2 — That  the  several  named  arms  of  the  Conference,  The  Holston 
Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South, 
Inc.,  the  Trustees  of  Centenary  College,  Inc.,  the  Holston  Con- 
ference Budget  Committee,  and  the  Commission  on  Audits  and 
Fiscal  Matters  of  the  Conference,  one  or  all,  as  the  case  may 
demand,  be  and  they  hereby  are  authorized  and  instructed  to  fully 
carrj''  out  the  plan  of  settlement  in  all  of  its  details,  including 
execution  and  delivery  of  deed  by  the  Trustees  of  Centenary 
College  when  the  Bob  Jones  College,  Inc.,  shall  pay  the  purchase 
price  as  provided  in   its  option ; 

3 — That  the  Commission  on  Audits  and  Fiscal  Matters  shall  act 
as  an  executive  committee  of  the  several  organizations,  with 
full  power  to  settle  and  fix  all  matters  of  necessary  or  proper 
detail  which  may  not  be  set  forth  in  the  foregoing  plan  and  this 
resolution. 

4 — That,  in  consideration  of  the  acceptance  by  the  creditors  of  settle- 
ment as  set  forth,  the  Conference  contracts  and  agrees  that  the 
allocation  of  funds  as  provided  in  the  amortization  plan  shall  stand 
until  the  whole  indebtedness,  as  refunded,  shall  have  been  paid  in 
full,  that  the  funds  collected  for  this  purpose  shall  not  be  diverted 
to  other  use,  and  that  no  action  shall  be  taken  by  the  Conference 
in  the  future  to  rescind,  revoke  or  modify  this  contract  and  agree- 
ment. 

5 — That  the  Conference  extend  to  Bro.  Geo.  L.  Hardwick,  and  the  other 
creditors,  its  sincere  thanks  for  their  patience  and  long  suffering 
in  awaiting  a  settlement  of  the  Centenary  College  indebtedness.

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SUPPLEMENT  "R" 


REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSION  ON  METHODIST 
EDUCATION  WORK 

Since  the  last  session  of  Holston  Conference  this  Commission, 
through  its  individual  members,  has  been  at  work  on  this  or  that 
phase  of  its  responsibility.  However,  for  reasons  that  will  be 
briefly  recited,  its  work  has  been  practically  stopped,  and  for  the 
present  at  least,  its  services  made  unnecessary. 

As  stated  in  our  last  report  to  this  Conference,  this  Commis- 
sion was  asked  by  representatives  of  the  General  Board  of  Chris- 
tian Education  to  consult  with  the  leaders  of  the  General  Com- 
mission on  College  Policy,  since  they  are  making  a  church-wide 
study  of  the  educational  crisis  now  being  faced  by  our  church 
schools.  While  this  General  Commission  on  College  Policy  has 
been  at  work,  (and  the  chairman  of  your  conference  commission 
met  them  in  one  sectional  meeting),  no  definite  reports  have  thus 
far  been  given  for  our  guidance.  We  feel  that  the  work  of  this 
Commission  should  await  some  more  definite  guidance-instruction 
from  that  larger  body. 

Again,  as  stated  in  our  report  to  Holston  Conference  at  its 
last  session,  the  work  of  our  Commission  awaits  the  completion 
of  the  fundamental  study  of  the  finances  of  our  conference,  in- 
cluding a  careful  study  of  the  financial  status  and  legal  stot 
our  conference  colleges.  That  study  is  being  made  in  a  most 
carefuU  way  by  the  Commission  on  Audits  and  Fiscal  Matters  and 
a  detailed  report  has  been  made  to  our  Conference  at  this  present 
session  of  the  work  thus  far  done.  Due  to  the  size  of  the  task 
they  faced,  and  the  delicacy  and  intricacy  of  their  problem  at 
many  points,  it  has  taken  more  time  for  that  Commission  to 
complete  its  work  than  was  at  first  thought,  and  some  data  needed 
by  the  Commission  on  Methodist  Education  Work  has  not  thus 
far  been  reported  on.  Further  work  on  this  Commission  really 
awaits  the  completion  of  the  survey  being  made  by  the  Com- 
mission on  Audits  and  Fiscal  Matters. 

Again,  the  question  of  unification  with  our  two  sister  churches 
has  raised  que&tions — as  to  the  possible  merger  of  educational 
institutions  following  unification,  if  such  a  step  be  taken — that 
have  caused  us  to  question  the  advisability  of  this  Commission's 
making  any  further  study  at  this  time.  This  work  will  have  to 
be  done  all  over  again  in  the  next  few  years,  if  unification  is 
effected.  It  is  the  conviction  of  every  one  who  has  thus  far  been 
consulted,  including  the  leaders  of  our  General  Board  of  Chris- 
tian Education  who  have  been  cooperating  with  us  in  this  work, 
that  the  work  of  this  Commission  should  be  held  up,  pending 
some  decision  on  the  unification  issue. 
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In  view  of  such  conditions,  your  Commission  makes  the  fol- 
lowing recommendations : 

I — First,  that  this  Conference  give  its  whole-hearted  support  to  our 
Conference  Colleges,  Hiwassee  and  Emory  and  Henry,  each  of  which 
is  doing  a  most  creditable  piece  of  work, — each  not  only  deserving 
but  needing  our  backing,  financially  and  otherwise. 

2 — Second,  that  we  are  in  hearty  accord  with  the  action  of  this  Con- 
ference in  authorizing  the  Commission  on  Audits  and  Fiscal  Matters 
to  go  forward  in  its  survey  and  research  work,  said  Commission 
on  having  been  authorized  to  carry  forward  its  major  recommenda- 
tions. 

3 — Third,  that  this  Commission  be  dissolved,  and  that  if  and  when  an- 
other such  commission  is  appointed,  two  members  of  the  same  be 
lawyers,  one  from  Virginia  and  one  from  Tennessee,  to  help  study 
and  solve  some  of  the  legal  tangles  that  will  be  involved  in  possible 
mergers  of  educational  institutions  in  our  Conference  area,  where 
the  laws  of  at  least  two  states  will  be  involved.

SUPPLEMENT  "T" 

REPORT  ON  THE  SPIRITUAL  STATE  OF 

THE  CHURCH 

As  we  survey  the  spiritual  outlook  on  life  today,  we  are  con- 
fronted with  the  fact  of  the  lack  of  spirituality.  This  is  the 
age  of  materialism.  We  do  not  face  so  much  opposition  to  the 
Church  as  the   fact  of   ignoring  the   Church  and   leaving   God 
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out  of  consideration.  The  Church  never  has  died  under  ]^>erse- 
cution,  but  neglect  is  a  more  subtle  enemy.  In  every  paper  we 
read  of  wars  and  rumors  of  wars  that  threaten  the  whole  world 
with  the  destruction  of  civilization.  We  are  suffering  miserably 
under  the  results  of  the  great  backward  step  our  nation  took  when 
the  prohibition  amendment  was  repealed.  Our  jails  and  peniten- 
taries  are  filled,  some  of  them  to  overflowing  with  our  citizens, 
the  majority  of  whom  are  young  people.  Our  highways  are  made 
dangerous  with  drunken  drivers  and  our  streets  infested  with 
the  sales  of  alcohol.  Even  our  schools  in  some  places  have  almost 
entirely  left  God  out  of  the  picture  and  study  of  life.  These 
facts  and  many  others  make  a  picture  that  is  very  dark,  and  people 
wonder  if  there  is  any  way  out. 

Our  statistical  reports  bring  us  face  to  face  with  the  fact 
that  our  church  this  year  has  been  unable  to  bring  to  Christ  and 
into  the  church  as  many  as  we  did  last  year  by  a  lack  of  nearly 
eight  hundred.  Some  of  us  have  noted  the  shallowness  of  many 
professions  of  faith,  and  we  are  humiliated  with  the  unanswer- 
able fact  of  hosts  of  backsliders  within  the  church.  Their  name 
is  Judas,"  their  number  is  legion,  and  their  living  testimony  is  to 
the  power  of  sin  which  has  not  been  broken  in  their  lives. 

These  things  are  to  us  a  challenge.  Sin  is  always  a  challenge 
to  the  true  messenger  of  Christ.  It  calls  forth  the  best  there  is 
in  us  and  urges  us  to  gird  ourselves  and  stand  up  in  the  strength 
of  Him  who  redeemed  us  and  called  us  to  a  life  of  righteousness. 

Let  us  therefore  resolve  to  go  out  in  the  new  year  to  preach 
and  to  live  the  gospel  of  Christ  in  its  pure  meaning  and  full 
power  unto  salvation.  The  standards  of  Christians  are  too  low ; 
let  us  raise  them.  If  we  are  to  do  so,  we  must  do  so  in  example. 
If  we  want  the  world  and  our  people  to  have  a  reverence  for 
the  ministry  we  must  live  reverently.  Let  us  not  lower  the  stand- 
ards of  Christ  to  fit  our  lives  but  seek  to  lift  our  lives  to  the 
high  standards  of  Christ. 

Let  us  not  be  too  anxious  for  members,  but  in  guiding  the 
sinner  unto  salvation  let  us  urge  him  to  linger  in  the  agony  of 
prayer  until  he  has  been  born  of  the  Spirit  of  God.  We  have 
too  often  been  guilty  of  high-pressure  revivals  and  hosts  of  back- 
sliders. Stanley  Jones  said  six  years  ago,  but  it  is  still  true  now. 
that  the  church  is  laden  with  people  who  have  not  been  baptized 
with  the  Holy  Spirit. 

We  may  thank  God,  on  the  other  hand,  that  we  do  have  in 
our  church  an  arniy  of  God.  whom  we  are  convinced  belong  to 
the  host  who  have  washed  their  robes  and  made  them  white  in 
the  blood  of  te  Lamb.  We  praise  God  that  they  are  as  St.  Paul 
said,  "a  constant  pageant  of  triumph  in  Christ."  He.  offers  to 
the  church  the  baptism  of  the  Holy  Spirit  and  calls  her  unto  a 
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life  of  holiness,  that  he  may  redeem  unto  himself  a  church  with- 
out spot  or  blemish. 

The  whole  of  Christiandom  seems  to  be  yearning  in  travail 
for  a  great  revival.  Let  us  pray  that  we  may  be  able  in  the 
power  of  His  Spirit  to  bring  it  forth.  Without  it  the  prophets 
of  the  day  tell  us  we  face  destruction.  Nothing  else  can  save 
the  world.  The  voice  of  God  still  says,  "If  my  people,  which 
are  called  by  my  name,  shall  humble  themselves,  and  pray,  and 
seek  my  face,  and  turn  from  their  wicked  ways ;  then  will  I  hear 
from  heaven,  and  will  forgive  their  sin,  and  will  heal  their  land."

All  this 
happened  long  before  the  church  came  into  existence,  and  when 
the  church  came  the  day  was  already  hallowed  and  ready.  Christ 
arose  on  the  first  day  of  the  week  and  the  spirit  came  in  the 
upper  room  on  the  first  day  of  the  week  and  the  church  from 
that  time  on  used  that  day  as  a  day  of  worship  and  so  it  has 
come  down  to  us  as  a  day  of  worship  and  rest.  In  Leviticus 
God  promised  that  if  Israel  would  keep  his  sabbath  Lie 
would  send  rain  upon  them  in  due  season  and  would  keep  the 
beast  from  devouring  their  children  and  they  would  be  safe  to 
lie  down  in  peace  and  security  and  their  land  should  yield  their 
increase.  If  every  farmer  would  keep  the  sabbath  and  do  in  it 
what  God  ordered  and  designed,  he  could  lie  down  and  sleep  in 
peace  without  fear  of  drought  or  short  crops.  If  all  America 
would  keep  God's  holy  day  as  he  has  ordered,  we  would  be  safe 
from  the  beast  that  kidnaps  our  children,  debases  our  women 
and  murders  our  children.  Sabbath  observers  are  never  crimi- 
nals, and  Oh !  if  fathers  and  mothers  would  observe  the  Sabbath 
and  by  their  example  teach  their  children  to  observe  it,  soon  the 
church  would  come  into  its  own.  But  the  way  the  Sabbath  is 
spent  brings  us  the  report  of  the  snuffing  out  of  life  and  the 
maiming  of  many  others  every  Monday  morning.  That  day  is 
getting  to  be  the  time  that  the  devil  selects  to  hold  high  carnival. 
The  way  the  day  is  spent  in  our  country  we  very  truly  believe 
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has  as  much  to  do  with  our  national  unrest  and  discontent  as  any- 
other  force.  Step  by  step  our  Sabbath  has  been  disregarded  by 
the  allowance  of  Sunday  ball  games,  golf,  moving  pictures  and 
millions  working  on  the  Sabbath.  How  can  we  expect  God  to 
bless  us  when  we  willfully  disobey  Him.  May  the  church  set 
a  perfect  example  to  the  unsaved  world  by  keeping  sacred  and 
inviolate  God's  holy  day,  and  so  fill  it  with  a  gospel  ministry 
and  benevolent  deeds  until  God  will  fill  His  church  with  His 
presence.

FOR  PREACHERS 

Since  making  report  Number  1,  your  Commission  has  had  two 
other  sesions,  and  has  gone  into  our  cause  very  fully.  A  number 
of  laymen,  as  well  as  several  preachers  sat  in  with  your  Com- 
mission and  gave  us  the  benefit  of  their  wisdom. 

We  regret  to  report  that  the  income  for  this  cause  is  distress- 
ingly disappointing.  Up  to  the  present  the  amount  received  is 
approxim.ately  $1400.00  with  $205.00  promised  from  the  Wythe- 
ville  District,  while  the  claims  upon  this  fund  amount  to  $4400.00 
and  more.  Two  districts,  the  Chattanooga  and  the  Sweetwater, 
contributed  approximately  two-thirds  of  the  entire  amount  given. 

Your  Commission,  in  view  of  the  lack  of  funds,  must  there- 
fore prorate  the  amount  available,  and  we  ask  the  forbearance 
of  the  applicants  and  of  the  Conference  in  issuing  the  checks, 
which  will  be  mailed  within  the  next  five  or  six  days  to  all  who 
have  filed  claims. 

Your  Commission  is  convinced  that  this  work  of  ministerial 
help  should  be  continued.  We  must  not  forget  that  we  are 
brothers. 

Recommendation:  That  we  continue  the  Minimum  Salary 
Campaign  upon  the  basis  and  plans  of  the  year  1035-1936.

JOSEPH  EMANUEL  WOLFE 

The  parsonages  of  the  country  have  given  to  its  service  a  far  larger 
proportion  of  useful  citizens  than  the  homes  of  any  other  vocation.  Minis- 
ters' children  have  proven  the  worth  of  their  Godly  training  by  their  con- 
tribution to  the  life  of  the  nation.  When  the  Rev.  John  M.  Wolfe,  a  man 
of  saintly  character  and  devoted  minister  of  Jesus  Christ,  a  faithful  itinerant 
member  of  the  Holston  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
South,  was  living  in  the  parsonage  of  the  Fall  Branch  charge  on  February 
9,  1872,  there  was  born  to  him  and  his  consecrated  wife,  twins,  a  boy  and 
a  girl.  The  son  was  baptized  Joseph  Emanuel  and  was  destined  to  follow 
in  the  footsteps  of  his  honored  father  as  a  minister  of  the  gospel  in  the 
same  Annual  Conference.  The  preachers  of  that  day  often  seemed  to  work 
miracles  in  finding  a  way  to  give  education  to  their  children.  Joseph  was 
graduated  from  Emory  and  Henry  College  in  June,  1896,  and  in  October 
following  was  Admitted  on  Trial  into  the  Traveling  Connection  in  the  Hol- 
ston Conference.  He  served  two  years,  being  appointed  to  Elkhorn  and 
Keystone  and  the  following  year  to  Welch  and  Keystone.  At  the  Confer- 
ence of  1S98  he  was  appointed  a  Student  in  Vanderbilt  University  and  for 
two  succeeding  years,  graduating  as  Bachelor  of  Divinity  in  June,  1901. 
One  summer,  during  his  term  at  Vanderbilt  he  served  as  supply  to  Ridge- 
dale  and  Rossville,  and  during  that  time  moved  the  church  which  had  been 
built  midway  between  East  Lake  and  Rossville,  and  was  not  accessible  to 
either  place,  into  Rossville,  not  far  from  the  site  of  the  present  splendid 
church,  and  prepared  the  way  for  another  in  East  Lake  which,  too,  has 
prospered.  Thus  early  he  showed  that  he  was  not  afraid  to  undertake 
something  difficult. 

In  October,  1901  and  in  1902  he  was  appointed  to  Sagina ;  in  1903-4 
and  -5  he  was  appointed  to  Anderson  Street,  Bristol ;  in  1906  to  Welch. 
W.  Va. ;  in  1907,  "08,  '09  and  10  he  was  appointed  to  Gary,  W.  Va. ;  in 
1911-12  to  Whiteside  Street,  Chattanooga;  in  1913-14-15  to  Princeton,  W. 
Va. ;  in  1916-17-18-19  he  was  appointed  presiding  elder  of  the  Tazewell 
District;  in  1920-21-22-23  presiding  elder  of  the  Cleveland  District;  in 
1924-25-26-27  to  St.  Elmo;  in  1928-29  to  Morristown.  Li  1930  he  suffered 
a  serious  break  in  health  and  was  given  a  Sabbatic  year;  then  in  1931  he 
was  appointed  to  Fountain  City  where  he  served  four  years  until  October, 
193s  when  he  was  assigned  to  Brainerd,  Chattanooga.  Much  might  be  said 
of  his  excellent  work  in  every  appointment ;  that  is  written  on  high. 

September  30,  1908,  he  was  happily  married  to  Pearl  Stocton  who  cheer- 
fully shared  with  him  the  toils  and  triumphs  of  his  ministry.  None  could 
have  ministered  more  tenderly  and  faithfully  than  did  she  in  his  last  days. 

He  was  for  many  years  a  member  of  the  Conference  Board  of  Missions, 
and  for  two  terms  its  president.  As  to  everything  else,  he  gave  to  this  his 
most  careful  attention  and  labor.  He  knew  the  charges  and  the  men  and 
was  sympathetic,  generous  and  patient  in  considering  their  needs.  For  many 
years  he  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Hiwassee  College  and 
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gave  to  it  ever}'-  possible  attention  and  was  ready  to  do  whatever  he  possibly 
could  to  help  the  school  carry  out  its  great  purpose.  His  brethren  ap- 
preciated his  counsel  and  his  judgment,  knowing  well  that  there  was  never 
any  selfish  motive  back  of  what  he  did. 

The  appropriate  text  used  at  his  funeral  in  the  presence  of  a  vast  con- 
course of  people  of  his  church  and  friends  from  the  city  was,  "Blessed  are 
the  pure  in  heart,  for  they  shall  see  God."  He  was  pure  in  heart,  in  thought, 
in  word,  in  life.  Nothing  unclean  never  passed  out  of  his  lips.  He  loved 
the  best  things  in  literature  and  in  life.  His  library  showed  fine  selection 
and  was  well  used. 

He  was  humble  in  spirit ;  never  made  high  claim  to  piety  or  attainment. 
He  never  boasted  of  what  he  had  done.  His  sense  of  God,  His  holiness 
and  His  presence  in  his  own  life  was  so  real  to  him  that  he  could  never 
claim  great  things  for  himself.  He  beautifully  illustrated  in  his  life  the 
gospel  which  he  preached  from  the  pulpit.  He  was  gentle  and  kind,  enjoyed 
being  appreciated  by  his  friends,  but  never  repined  over  his  lot,  accepted 
cheerfully  whatever  appointment  given  him  and  gave  to  it  his  very  best. 

He  was  devoted  to  God  and  his  church,  and  to  the  ministry — truly  a 
man  of  one  work.  He  put  all  the  resources  at  his  command  into  whatever 
he  did.  His  zeal  imparted  to  a  body  never  robust  an  appearance  of  vigor 
and  strength.  He  neglected  no  item,  however  small.  He  believed  in  the 
program  of  his  church  and  in  its  connectional  agencies  counting  it  a  privi- 
lege to  cooperate  in  making  the  program  effective.  He  knew  how  to  do 
team  work,  and  could  forget  himself  in  the  success  of  the  cause. 

As  a  pastor  he  was  sympathetic,  systematic,  patient  and  faithful,  dili- 
gently shepherding  the  flock,  and  knowing  well  how  to  make  his  visits 
count  for  good.  He  made  friends  not  by  fawning  and  flattery.  To  that 
he  would  never  stoop,  nor  set  his  sails  to  catch  the  popular  wind.  He  never 
hedged  or  trimmed  to  gain  favor,  and  always  spoke  clearly  and  forcefully 
his  real  opinion  about  any  matter  under  discussion.  Those  nearest  him 
learned  to  value  his  judgment  because  of  his  unselfish  attitude  toward  men 
and  measures.     He  sought  not  his  own  will,  but  to  do  the  will  of  God. 

After  receiving  his  appointment  to  Brainerd  he  entered  on  his  work 
with  his  accustomed  skill  and  vigor,  and  was  making  a  fine  impression  on 
all  the  people  of  that  community.  Not  more  than  two  months  had  passed 
when  the  break  came.  The  physicians  were  for  a  long  time  very  hopeful 
of  a  recovery.  Always  his  thought  semed  to  be  on  the  church  and  its 
welfare  and  said  to  the  presiding  elder,  "if  you  think  the  work  will  suffer 
and  can  do  so,  get  a  supply  until  I  am  well  enough  to  take  it  up  again." 
Little  more  than  a  week  before  the  end  came  the  doctors  discovered  the 
seat  of  the  whole  trouble  and  let  it  be  known  that  it  was  only  a  matter 
of  days.  He  never  faltered,  never  showed  the  slightest  alarm.  Within  a 
week  of  his  passing  he  expressed  a  hope  to  fill  his  pulpit  on  Sunday,  Feb- 
ruary 9,  his  natal  day.  His  body  was  there  before  the  pulpit  and  a  vast 
throng  of  people  filled  to  overflowing  the  church,  but  he  had  entered  the 
temple  on  high. 
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If  preaching  ability  is  to  be  estimated  by  results,  and  surely  that  is 
the  real  test,  we  shall  have  to  say  that  he  was  an  excellent  preacher.  His 
ministry  was  always  fruitful.  Large  numbers  were  turned  from  sin  to 
righteousness,  and  brought  into  the  fellowship  of  the  church  through  his 
efforts.  He  knew  how  to  persuade  men  to  be  reconciled  to  God.  There 
were  no  bizarre  methods  or  play  on  the  emotions,  but  his  forceful  way, 
his  sincerity  and  genuineness  convinced  men.  Those  of  us  who  knew  him 
must  always  be  better  for  fellowship  with  him.  We  shall  see  him  again 
for  we  know  where  to  find  him.  J.  W.  Perry

Michael  Jordan  Wysor,  son  of  B.  F.  and  Harriet  Jane  Wysor,  was 
born  at  Newburn,  Virginia,  October  24,  1850.  He  died  at  the  home  of  his 
daughter,  Mrs.  Eula  Wysor  McNutt,  in  Princeton,  West  Virginia,  February 
14.   1936. 

When  a  small  boy  Michael  Wysor  was  converted  and  all  through  his 
life  served  faithfully  the  Saviour  to  whom  he  gave  his  heart.  He  married 
Miss  Willie  Edna  Boynton,  of  Opelika,  Alabama,  September  23,  1880.  To 
this  union  three  children  were  born,  Eula  Wysor,  Lamar  Wysor  and  Marion 
Boynton  Wysor.  Two  of  these  children  survive,  Mrs.  Eula  Wysor  McNutt 
and  Lamar  Wysor,  of  Tullahoma,  Tennessee.  In  his  last  hours  Brother 
Wysor  found  joy  in  the  expectation  of  joining  his  dear  wife  on  the  other 
side.     He  leaves  one  brother,  Legree  Wysor  of  Pulaski,  Virginia. 

He  joined  Holston  Conference  in  1896  and  served  the  following  charges, 
Pulaski  Mission,  Auburn  Circuit,  Princeton,  Wytheville,  Elk  Creek,  Rural 
Retreat,  Chilhowie,  Marion,  Wise,  Jonesboro,  Greeneville,  Greeneville  Orph- 
anage, (7  years).  During  his  administration  at  the  Holston  Orphanage 
the  main  building  was  erected. 

Brother  Wysor  was  a  lovable  Christian  gentleman  of  the  old  school. 
As  a  boy  he  shouldered  the  responsibility  of  his  family  and  worked  so  that 
the  other  children,  left  fatherless  by  the  Civil  War,  could  have  an  edu- 
cation. This  accounts  for  his  late  entry  into  the  Methodist  ministry.  Serv- 
ing his  pastorates  he  was  earnest  and  sympathetic.  At  the  Orphanage  all 
the  children  loved  him  and  looked  to  him  as  a  father. 

He  was  one  who  learned  the  secret  of  growing  old  gracefully.  During 
his  last  years  he  radiated  faith  and  love.  His  great  delight  was  to  talk 
of  the  goodness  and  love  of  God. 

Funeral  services  were  conducted  at  First  Church,  Princeton,  Sunday, 
February  16,  1936,  by  his  pastor,  Rev.  Paul  P.  Martin,  after  which  the 
body  was  taken  to  Pulaski,  Virginia,  and  buried  in  Oakwood  Cemetery.

JAMES  HENRY  WATKINS 

James  Henry  Watkins,  son  of  Samuel  Aaron  and  Louisa  Grimsley  Wat- 
kins,  was  born  in  Steubenville,  Ohio,  May  9,  1874.  In  early  childhood  he 
moved  to  Virginia  and  settled  in  the  Shenandoah  Valley  in  Front  Royal 
where  he  grew  to  manhood.     He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Front

Royal  and  Charleston,  West  Virginia.  He  was  reared  under  the  influence 
of  the  Baptist  Church  and  when  about  eighteen  years  of  age  he  was  con- 
verted and  united  with  the  Baptist  Church  with  his  parents. 

He  soon  found  that  the  tenets  of  the  Baptist  Church  did  not  appeal  to 
him,  and  that  he  was  not  in  harmony  with  its  teachings.  So  in  honesty  to 
them  and  to  himself,  he  withdrew  and  joined  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  beginning  almost  at  once  active  service  for  the  Lord ;  exer- 
cising his  gifts  in  the  local  church. 

Like  a  host  of  others,  he  soon  heard  the  voice  of  God  calling  and 
saying:  "Whom  shall  I  send  and  who  will  go  for  us?"  And  like  the  great 
prophet  on  another  immortal  occasion  he  said,  "Here  am  L  send  me." 

In  obedience  to  this  divine  call,  about  which  he  never  had  any  doubt 
he  asked  for  and  obtained  a  license  to  preach  in  the  year  1898.  He  re- 
mained in  the  local  ranks  until  the  year  1912.  But  he  was  not  idle,  but 
actively  engaged  in  the  work  of  the  Kingdom. 

He  served  as  supply  pastor  on  the  following  charges  in  the  Baltimore 
Conference :  Cambria,  Virginia ;  Catawba,  Virginia ;  Old  Sweet  Springs, 
West  Virginia,  and  Peterstown,  West  Virginia.  He  was  ordained  Deacon 
and  Elder  while  in  the  local  ranks  and  supplying  in  the  Baltimore  Con- 
ference. 

He  was  admitted  on  trial  into  the  Holston  Conference  at  Abingdon, 
Virginia,  October  2,  1913,  Bishop  John  C.  Kilgo,  presiding.  He  served  the 
following  charges  in  the  order  named:  Rock  Circuit,  Jenkinjones,  Athens 
Circuit,  West  Virginia;  Blue  Ridge  Circuit  (now  Galax),  Macedonia  Cir- 
cuit, Virginia  Avenue  (Knoxville)  Epworth,  Decatur  Circuit,  and  assistant 
pastor  Magnolia  Avenue,  Rev.  Frank  Y.  Jackson,  senior  pastor.  For  several 
years  he  was  District  Evangelist  by  appointment  of  the  Bishop. 

On  May  23,  1899,  he  was  happily  married  to  Miss  Edwina  Blanche 
Fristoe,  daughter  of  Scott  and  Mary  Catherine  Fristoe  of  Luray,  Virginia. 
To  this  union  was  born  two  sons,  Lawrence  \'^enning,  who  died  in  early 
childhood,  and  Clyde  Fristoe,  who  is  a  member  of  the  Holston  Conference, 
and  one  of  our  most  efficient  and  promising  young  preachers. 

Sister  Watkins,  the  wife  of  his  youth  and  mother  of  these  children 
was  indeed  a  most  excellent  woman  and  an  ideal  preacher's  wife,  a  de- 
voted and  consecrated  Christian,  and  possessed  of  rare  common  sense  and 
fine  business  ability.  He  was  most  fortunate  and  happy  in  his  marriage 
relations.  The  unselfish  devotion  of  the  wife  and  mother  of  her  family 
contributed  in  no  small  degree  to  the  success  of  her  husband  in  the  min- 
istry. This  good  woman  walked  loyaly  by  his  side  for  more  than  thirty 
years  and  passed  to  her  reward  October   13,   1930. 

Brother  Watkins  was  married  to  his  second  wife,  Aliss  Auby  Lane  of 
Knoxville,  Tennessee,  in  1932.  One  child  was  born  to  this  union,  Wallace 
McLean,  a  bright  and  promising  child.  His  second  wife  survives  him,  and 
her  tender  and  loving  ministries  brightened  his  last  days. 

Brother  Watkins  did  effective  and  faithful  work  on  his  various  charges 
in  the  way  of  building  and  repairing  churches  and  parsonages.  He  was 
blessed  with  revivals,  and  was  instrumental  in  bringing  many  to  the  know- 
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ledge  of  Christ.     He  was  a  power  in  revival   work  and   preached  at  such 
seasons  with  telling  effect. 

He  identified  himself  with  his  people,  and  in  their  homes  was  an  enter- 
taining guest,  and  by  his  good  company,  interesting  conversation  and  sweet 
spirit,  made  himself  popular  with  them.  Brother  Watkins  was  more  than 
an  ordinarj'  preacher.  He  was  blessed  with  a  good  memory,  and  gave 
attention  to  reading  and  informing  himself  as  to  our  doctrine  and  polity, 
and  he  was  a  loyal  and  faithful  servant  of  the  Christ.  He  supplied  him- 
self with  the  best  of  books  and  his  preaching  gave  evidence  of  study. 
His  sermons  were  simple,  clear  and  strong  expositions  of  the  word  of  God  ; 
not  with  wisdom  of  words,  but  in  power  and  demonstration  of  the  spirit. 
He  sought  to  edify  and  save.     God  gave  him  the  desire  of  his  heart. 

Children  were  fond  of  Brother  Watkins.  They  hailed  with  delight  his 
visits  to  their  homes.  The  young  people  welcomed  him  with  the  same 
pleasure,  and  he  made  himself  one  of  them  and  entered  heartily  into  all 
their  innocent  sports. 

He  was  a  good  man,  full  of  the  Holy  Ghost  and  of  faith,  and  much 
people  were  added  unto  the  Lord.  He  had  revivals  of  outstanding  pro- 
portions in  many  of  his  churches.  He  counted  his  converts  b}^  the  hun- 
dreds. Because  of  poor  health,  he  asked  for  a  superanuate  relation  in  1933. 
and  retained  that  relation  until  his  death. 

His  latter  days  were  happily  spent  in  his  humble  home  in  Knoxville, 
Tennessee.  His  son  writes  me  that  he  reached  the  peak  in  his  experience 
when  Rev.  Carl  Wright  visited  him  at  the  hospital  during  his  last  illness. 
He  asked  Rev.  Wright  to  pray  with  him.  Then  he  shouted  and  tried  to 
sing.     He  said,  "I  am  ready  and  not  afraid  to  die." 

He  was  fully  conscious  within  a  few  hours  of  his  going.  His  testi- 
mony was  very  bright  and  he  was  unafraid.  He  passed  into  the  beyond 
February  29,  1936,  after  a  brief  illness  in  Knoxville  General  Hospital,  and 
was  buried  March  i,  1936,  in  Highland  Memorial  Cemetery,  Knoxville, 
Tennessee,  beside  his  first  wife.  The  funeral  service  was  conducted  by 
Rev.  F.  B.  Shelton,  presiding  elder,  assisted  by  Dr.  I.  P.  Martin  and 
Rev.  Carl  Wright. 

We  miss  him  from  our  midst,  but  we  shall  see  him  again,  .'Where 
the  surges  cease  to  roll."

HUGH  STROTHER  JOHNSTON 

Hugh  Strother  Johnston,  son  of  Joseph  and  Amanda  Johnston,  was 
born  near  Staffordsville,  Virginia.  April  29,  1867.  He  was  born  of  Christ- 
ian parents  and  was  brought  up  under  the  influence  of  old  time  camp 
meetings  and  class  meetings 

His  parents  tented  at  Wabash  Camp  Ground,  and  it  was  there  that  he 
was  converted  and  surrendered  his  life  to  the  ministry.  He  often  said  that 
he  could  not  remember  when  he  did  not  feel  like  he  was  called  to  preach. 
But  like  many  others  fought  against  the  call  for  some  years. 
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He  joined  Holston  Conference  in  1897  and  was  received  into  full  con- 
nection at  Bluefield,  West  Virginia  in  1899  and  ordained  elder  in  1902 
His  first  charge  was  Hilton's  Mission.  Other  charges  he  served  were  Rice- 
ville,  Tenn.,  New  Hope,  Floyd  Circuit,  Rocky  Gap,  Burke's  Garden,  Ho- 
naker,  Cedar  Bluff,  Ceres,  Bluff  City,  Tom's  Creek  and  Tate  Springs. 

He  was  married  to  Fannie  S.  Guthrie,  December  28,  1898.  To  this 
union  seven  children  were  born.  One  son  died  in  infancy.  The  other  six 
children,  two  daughters  and  four  sons,  together  with  his  wife,  survive. 

In  the  fall  of  1929,  due  to  falling  health,  he  was  forced  to  superannuate. 
He  never  lost  interest  in  church  and  Sunday  School  and  was  glad  to  take 
part  in  any  service  when  his  health  would  permit. 

He  died  April  20,  1936  at  his  home  in  Bluff  City.  Funeral  services 
were  held  in  the  Bluff  City  Methodist  Church,  conducted  by  Rev.  T.  N. 
Orr,  Rev.  C.  W.  Kelly  and  Dr.  Hugh  E.  Kelso.  Burial  was  in  Morning 
View  Cemetery  at  Bluff  City,  April  21,  1936. 

WILLIAM  ISAIAH  FOGLEMAN 

William  Isaiah  Fogleman,  son  of  Henry  and  Mary  Fogleman,  was  born 
at  Elk  Garden,  Virginia,  July  3,  1854,  and  died  at  Johnson  City,  Tennessee, 
July  I,  1936.  He  was  buried  in  the  Monte  Vista  Cemetery  at  Johnson 
City.  He  joined  the  Holston  Conference  at  Asheville,  North  Carolina  in 
1888,  and  took  the  superannuate  relation  in  1915. 

He  was  converted  at  the  age  of  18,  and  joined  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South.  His  was  a  deep  and  rich  religious  experience.  During  the 
27  years  of  his  active  ministry,  he  served  various  circuits  and  missions. 
He  was  a  sound  and  effective  gospel  preacher.  The  people  loved  him, 
and  were  edified  by  his  preaching.  His  preaching  was  of  the  evangelistic 
type,  and  many  were  converted  under  his  ministry.  While  a  local  preacher, 
he  held  many  revivals  around  his  home,  and  when  the  converts  were  asked 
what  church  they  wanted  to  join,  they  would  say  "Zare's  church." 

His  last  years  were  spent  in  quiet  and  peace  at  the  home  of  his 
daughter,  Mrs.  Woodward.  At  the  last,  when  his  mind  would  be  wander- 
ing, he  would  pray,  and  sing  and  preach.  The  last  song  he  sang  just  before 
he  died  was  "Nearer  My  God  to  Thee."  His  passing  was  as  peaceful  as 
a  child  going  to  sleep.

CAUGHEY  A.  BEARD 

Caughey  A.  Beard  was  born  in  Columbia,  Alabama,  Alarch  10,  1870 
and  died  at  his  home  in  Athens,  Tennessee,  August  7,  1936.  He  received 
his  academical  training  at  Birmingham  Southern  College  and  Southern 
University.  He  was  admitted  on  trial  into  Holston  Conference  at  Morris- 
town,  Tennessee  in  1898,  received  into  full  connection  in  1900  and  ordained 
elder  in  1902.  Brother  Beard  served  only  two  charges :  Athens,  Tennessee, 
1898-1902,  and  Highland  Park,  Chattanooga,  1902-1905.  He  was  given  the 
supernumerary  relation  in  1905  and  remained  in  that  relation  until  his  death. 
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Early  in  his  ministry  he  was  married  to  Mrs.  Wood  Rose  of  Athens, 
Tennessee.  Several  years  after  her  death  he  was  married  a  second  time 
to  Mrs.  Margaret  Lee  of  Knoxville,  Tennessee. 

Brother  Beard  made  Athens  his  home  after  retiring  from  the  pastorate. 
He  soon  became  connected  with  the  Textile  Woolen  Company  at  Athens, 
serving  as  secretary-treasurer  from  191 1  until  his  death.  He  had  good 
business  ability  and  was  respected  as  an  able  financier. 

The  supernumerary  relation  did  not  mean  for  brother  Beard  a  cessa- 
tion of  religious  activity.  He  continued  to  preach  and  to  teach.  Everyone 
loved  and  respected  him,  and  that  accounted  for  the  fact  that  he  was  in 
wide  demand  for  funerals,  weddings,  and  special  day  sermons  and  addresses. 

He  allowed  nothing  short  of  sickness  tO'  interfere  with  his  attendance 
at  the  church  services.  He  organized  the  C.A.B.  (Come  and  Bring)  Bible 
Class  in  the  Athens  Church  and  was  its  faithful  teacher  until  about  two 
years  ago  when  his  physical  condition  forced  him  to  give  up  active  work 
in  the  church.  The  class  reached  an  attendance  of  over  200  men  from  all 
walks  of  life. 

The  writer  was  impressed  with  the  admirable  qualities  of  this  man  who 
may  be  aptly  referred  to  as  a  "cultured,  refined,  and  Christian  gentleman." 
His  wise  and  brotherly  counsel  was  helpful.  One  could  not  help  but  be 
impressed  with  his  love  for  the  beautiful.  He  loved  the  beautiful  in  nature, 
and  would  often  point  to  some  lovely  landscape  and  express  his  delight  in 
poetical  words.  He  loved  the  beautiful  in  thought.  He  loved  the  beautiful 
in  character.  He  loved  life.  He  had  a  deep,  abiding  faith  in  God  and  in 
His  goodness  and  care.     He  could  say  with  Whittier : 

"I  know  not  what  the  future  hath, 

Of  marvel  or  surprise; 
Assured  alone  that  life  and  death. 

His  mercy  underlies. 

And  so  beside  the  silent  sea, 

I  wait  the  muffled  oar ; 
No  harm  from  him  can  come  to  me, 

On  ocean  or  on  shore. 

I  know  not  where  his  islands  lift, 

Their  f  ronded  palms  in  air ; 
I  only  know  I  cannot  drift, 

Beyond  his  love  and  care." 

Because  of  his  beautiful  life  and  his  trust  in  God,  he  would  not  have 
us  mourn  his  going.  It  was  his  request  that  Tennyson's  "Crossing  the  Bar" 
be  read  at  his  funeral. 

"Sunset  and  evening  star, 

And  one  clear  call  for  me! 
And  may  there  be  no  moaning  of  the  bar, 

When  I  put  out  to  sea. 
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But  such  a  tide  as  moving  seems  asleep, 

Too  full  for  sound  and  foam ; 
When  that  which  drew  from  out  the  boundless  deep. 

Turns  again  home. 

Twilight  and  evening  bell, 

And  after  that  the  dark; 
And  may  there  be  no  sadness  of  farewell,  ~^"' 

When  I  embark. 

For  though  from  out  our  bourne  of  time  and  place, 

The  flood  may  hear  me  far ; 
I  hope  to  see  my  Pilot  face  to  face. 

When  I  have  crossed  the  bar." 

Funeral  services  were  conducted  at  his  home  in  Athens  on  Saturday 
afternoon,  August  8,  by  his  pastor.  Rev.  James  T.  Browning  and  his  pre- 
siding elder,  Rev.  E.  D.  Worley.  He  was  buried  in  Cedar  Grove  Cemetery 
at  Athens.

ROBERT  BAXTER  PLATT,  JR. 

"Servant  of  God,  well  done! 
Thy   glorious    warfare's   past;

Robert  Baxter  Piatt,  Jr.,  son  of  Robert  Baxter  Piatt,  Sr.,  and  Lucy 
Andrews  Jones  Piatt,  now  deceased,  was  born  at  Gravella,  Alabama,  January 
28,  1877,  being  at  the  time  of  his  death  59  years  of  age.  While  he  was 
still  at  an  early  age,  his  parents  moved  to  Chattanooga,  Tennessee,  where 
he  grew  to  manhood.  He  was  graduated  from  high  school  at  Chattanooga, 
and  later  from  Emory  and  Henry  College,  receiving  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Arts.  He  was  admitted  on  trial  to  the  Holston  Annual  Conference  in 
1906,  the  Conference  meeting  at  Cleveland,  Tennessee,  with  Bishop  Gallo- 
way presiding.  His  first  appointment  was  Norton,  Va.,  where  he  served 
four  years,  then  four  years  at  Epworth  Church,  Knoxville,  Tennessee,  four 
years  at  Tazewell,  Va.,  Marion,  Va.,  three  years  ;  Johnson  City,  four  years ; 
presiding  elder  of  the  Wytheville  District  for  four  years ;  and  was  com- 
pleting his  fourth  year  as  pastor  of  Grove  Avenue  Church,  East  Radford, 
Va.,  when  he  was  called  from  labor  to  reward. 

While  serving  in  this  capacity  he  wrote  two  beautiful  and  searching- 
articles; — "Gates  of  Golden  Promise",  and  "Heart  to  Heart  Talks",  con- 
cerning our  conference  colleges. 

He  was  married  to  Miss  Nette  Lawson  of  Floyd,  Va.,  on  October  2^, 
1909,  who  has  been  a  most  charming  and  gracious  companion  and  helpmate 
in  his  work.  To  them  were  born  two  sons,  twins,  in  1913,  Robert  Baxter 
Piatt,  HI,  and  Joseph  Lawson  Piatt,  who  with  Mrs.  Piatt  survive  him. 
He  leaves  also  two  brothers,  Lloyd,  of  Chattanooga,  Temiessee  and  Edmund, 
of  Oakland,  California. 
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The  list  of  appointments  alreadj'  given  indicate  that  R.  B.  Piatt,  Jr., 
took  high  rank  as  an  itinerant  preacher  from  the  begiiming  of  his  ministry. 
He  has  been  a  keen  participant  in  all  forward  looking  movements  r)f  hi.s 
Conference  and  his  Church.  All  will  remember  his  interest  and  leadership 
in  the  promotion  of  Rural  Church  improvement.  In  addition  to  his  pastoral 
work  he  was  a  writer  of  ability,  contributing  not  only  to  the  religious  publi- 
cations of  the  Church,  but  to  the  secular  press  as  well.  In  1926  he  re- 
ported the  proceedings  of  the  General  Conference  held  at  Memphis,  Ten- 
nessee, to  leading  Southern  newspapers.  He  was  a  delegate  to  the  General 
Conference  of  1930,  which  met  at  Dallas,  Texas.  During  the  campaign 
for  Emory  and  Henry  College  he  served  as  publicity  director. 

He  was  the  soul  of  courtesy.  Knowing  the  home  from  which  he  came, 
the  writer  can  easily  understand  this.  It  was  the  atmosphere  in  which  his 
childhood  and  youth  were  spent.  One  could  not  know  him  intimately  with- 
out being  impressed  with  his  unfailing  thought  for  others.  Whatever  he 
could  do  for  another,  seemed  to  give  him  pleasure.  A  more  brotherly  man 
I  have  not  known.  He  loved  young  people,  and  in  turn  was  loved  by  them. 
Having  these  qualities  it  is  not  strange  that  he  was  popular  as  pastor  and 
Presiding  Elder.  It  is  but  simple  truth  to  say  that  he  was  loved  by  all 
who  knew  him. 

Brother  Piatt  was  an  interesting  and  informing  preacher.  He  read  the 
best  books  and  periodicals,  and  kept  in  touch  with  the  latest  thought.  His 
mind  did  not  run  in  ruts  nor  did  his  preaching  become  stale.  He  was  open 
minded,  not  dogmatic,  and  those  who  heard  him  preach  believe  and  were 
inspired,  for  the  thoughts  expressed  from  the  pulpit  were  exemplified  in 
his  daily  life. 

He  was  genuinely  religious,  and  no  one  doubted  the  sincerity  of  his 
profession.  His  mind  was  clean  and  his  ideals  high.  No  one  ever  heard 
him  relate  a  doubtful  or  suggestive  story.  The  aesthetic  sense  was  highly 
developed  in  Brother  Piatt ;  he  loved  flowers  and  was  deeply  sensible  of  the 
majesty  and  beauty  of  Nature.  Optimistic  in  his  outlook,  he  was  always 
cheerful  and  hopefuh  Tactful,  deeply  sympathetic,  and  utterly  unselfish,  he 
was  a  rare  comforter  and  a  true  friend  of  those  in  trouble.  Not  every 
one  knows  how  to  be  a  real  friend.  Perhaps  some  are  born  with  a  special 
endowment  for  this  finest  of  arts,  and  others  with  great  difficulty  acquire  it. 
Brother  Piatt  was  one  of  those  choice  souls  to  whom  his  friends  meant 
everything.  Much  of  the  success  of  his  ministry  was  due  to  his  ability  to 
make  friends  and  keep  them.  He  was  a  Christian  gentleman  of  the  highest 
order.  His  Christian  experience  beginning  in  early  boyhood,  he  developed 
into  a  stalwart  man  in  spiritual  life.  His  thinking  and  living  was  on  a  very 
high  level  at  all  times,  but  it  was  in  his  family  life  that  his  religion  was 
at  its  best.  His  parsonage  home  came  near  to  realization  of  the  ideal  Chris- 
tian home. 

His  sudden  passing  from  earthly  scenes  was  a  shock  and  a  great  sur- 
prise to  all.  He  seemed  to  be  in  good  health,  there  was  no  diminishing  of 
his  cheerfulness.  If  he  had  presentiments,  characteristically  he  kept  them 
to  himself.     But  the  end  was  in  keeping  with  his  own  wishes  as  expressed 
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in   intimate   confidence,   that   he  might   die   in   active   work,   and   stating   at 
the  same  time  that  he  was  ready. 

At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  preparing  a  book  to  be  entitled  "Echoes." 
He  was  gathering  material  from  libraries  abroad  and  other  sources,  coloring 
the  whole  with  the  spiritual  perceptions  with  which  he  was  so  richly  en- 
dowed. Although  his  earthly  labor  was  cut  short,  the  echoes  of  his  Christ- 
like life  will  linger  in  the  hearts  of  those  who  knew  him.  Expressive  of 
this  is  a  closing  tribute  written  by  a  friend. 

ECHOES 

His  life  was  an  echo  from  Heaven  to  earth, 
Bringing  beauty  and  truth  in  its  wake  ; 

The  pure  golden  tones  of  his  noble  soul, 
The  silence  of  death  cannot  break. 

To  the  heart  of  a  child,  to  the  sou!  of  youth,       ^ 

To  mature  mind  torn  with  fears  ; 
He  echoed  the  Christ  of  boundless  love. 

Who  had  guided  him  all  the  years. 

Echoes  of  love,  of  hope,  of  joy,

From  the  splendor  of  infinite  real.

ROBERT  NEAL  HAVENS 

To  have  lived  in  stirring  times,  to  have  had  a  part  in  ministering  to 
the  needs  of  many  fellow  mortals  ;  to  have  helped  in  his  sphere  in  the  re- 
making of  a  shattered  civilization;  and  to  have  passed  to  his  eternal  reward 
in  prime  of  his  manhood ;  thus  it  was  given  to  Robert  Neal  Havens  to 
live  his  life.  The  following  lines  from  "In  Memoriam"  by  an  unnamed 
author  were  selected  as  appropriate  for  the  calendar  of  the  Church  he 
served,  as  measurably  eptomizing  his  work. 

"We  cannot  count  the  many  lives  he's  brightened, 
The  broken  ends  he's  tied  with  loving  care ; 

We  cannot  count  the  burdens  he  has  lightened. 

The  hearts  he's  saved  from  sorrow  and  despair. 

We'll  never  know  the  happiness  he's  given. 

The  comfort  he  has  brought  to  yearning  souls ; 

We'll  never  know  the  glimpses  of  high  heaven. 
He  day  by  day  to  hungry  eyes  unrolled. 
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We  only  know  because  of  what  he  taught  us, 
We  may  look  up  with  hope  and  happiness  ; 

There  must  be  joy  in  all  the  years  that  wait  us, 

Because  his  guiding  hand  has  touched  and  blessed. 

Brother  Havens  was  born  at  Bland,  Virginia,  September  lo,  1890,  and 
died  August  31,  1936,  at  Bristol,  Va.  He  had  known  that  his  heart  was 
weak,  but  had  spoken  of  it  to  very  few  persons.  Faithful  and  painis- 
taking  to  the  last,  he  had  been  busy  on  the  day  of  his  death  about  the 
work  of  the  Church.  His  body  was  found  beside  his  desk  by  other  Church 
workers  who  entered  about  an  hour  after  his  sudden  passing.  The  news 
quickly  spread  and  many  hundreds  throughout  the  Conference  and  beyond 
were  plunged  into  the  deepest  grief. 

He  married  Miss  Linnie  Mae  Towe,  daughter  of  the  late  Rev.  and 
Mrs.  A.  H.  Towe,  of  our  Conference.  The  widow  and  the  children  of 
this  union,  Helen  (Mrs.  H.  C.  Bondurant,  Jr.),  Robert,  and  Martha  Jane, 
survive. 

He  was  admitted  on  trial  into  Holston  Conference  at  its  session  in 
Abingdon,  Va.,  in  1912,  Bishop  John  C.  Kilgo  presiding.  He  was  ordained 
deacon  by  Bishop  W.  B.  Murrah,  at  the  Conference  in  old  Broad  Street 
Church,  Knoxville,  Tenn.,  October,  1935.  His  ordination  as  elder  was  at  the 
hands  of  Bishop  R.  G.  Waterhouse,,  at  the  conference  held  at  Pulaski,  Va., 
in  1917.  His  appointments  were:  laeger  and  Glen  Alum,  1913;  student  at 
Emory  and  Henry  College,  1913 ;  Davy  and  Twin  Branch,  1914;  North 
Fork  and  Crozier,  1916;  Bramwell,  1918;  Coeburn,  1922;  Trinity,  Chatta- 
nooga, 1923;  Presiding  Elder  Knoxville  District,  1926;  State  Street,  Bristol, 
I93i>  where  he  was  completing  his  fifth  year  as  pastor  and  request  had 
been  made  for  his  return  for  the  sixth.  There  were  no  interruptions  in 
his  regularly  received  appointments.  He  served  the  charges  indicated  from 
the  date  given  until  the  next  appointment  as  heretofore  indicated.  He  was 
honored  by  the  brethren  of  the  Conference  by  being  elected  a  delegate  to 
the  General  Conference  which  met  in  Dallas,  Texas  in  1930.  His  wise 
'  counsels  were  sought  in  various  committees,  commission  and  boards  on 
which  he  was  placed.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  a  member  of  the 
Conference  Board  of  Christian  Education  and  was  also  a  trustee  for  both 
conference  colleges,  Emory  and  Henry,  and  Hiwassee. 

"Bob"  Havens,  the  preacher  and  pastor,  was  the  prophet  of  God  in 
the  pulpit,  and  the  ambassador  of  the  Most  High  in  the  home  and  in 
personal  ministries.  He  was  tender  and  loving  as  he  served  those  in  need ; 
firm  and  frank  as  he  sought  amendment  in  the  wrongdoer ;  and  sincere 
and  hopeful  as  he  encouraged  the  weak  and  the  faint-hearted.  He  had 
himself  risen  from  the  rank  to  serve  the  first  grade  appointments,  and 
knew  and  understood  men  as  it  is  given  to  but  few  of  us. 

"Bob"  Havens,  the  Churchman  and  Leader,  was  progressive,  clear  sight- 
ed, courageous,  gracious  and  inspiring.  No  vindictiveness  ever  accompanied 
his.  opinions  differing  from  others.  He  had  much  talent  for  organization 
and  administration,  and  a  thoroughness  in  his  work  that  made  him  master 
all  details  of  his  every  enterprise.     The  world  was  the  narrowest  limit  to 
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his  Kingdom  interest  and  his  Christian  love.  But  the  slightest  and  nearest 
need  of  one  of  his  people  might  claim  for  the  time  his  undivided  attention. 
And  he  was  trusted  alike  by  laymen  and  ministers  in  his  own  and  in  other 
communions. 

"Bob"  Havens,  the  Citizen,  was  interested  in  public  morality,  in  all 
that  makes  for  good  government,  and  in  all  that  enriches  the  lives  of  any 
of  the  populace.  He  was  partisan  only  in  the  cause  of  right.  His  was  a 
gallant  soul.  He  asked  no  preferments  or  public  recognition.  He  lived 
above  reproach.     His  was  a  good,  honest  and  wholesome  life. 

"Bob"  Havens,  the  Husband  and  Father,  was  affectionate,  considerate, 
generous,  and  tender.  He  set  a  worthy  example  before  his  children,  pro- 
vided for  them  with  sacrificial  love,  and  taught  them  to  walk  in  holy 
ways.  He  expected  for  and  of  them,  lives  of  usefulness,  achievement  and 
honors.  He  knew  God,  the  ideal  Father,  and  sought  in  his  own  life  to 
express  a  kindred  fatherliness  in  the  bosom  of  his  family. 

"Bob"  Havens,  the  Man,  was  God's  man.  He  faced  life  bravelj-.  He 
kept  his  soul  unsullied.  He  did  his  work  with  a  will ;  he  was  energetic  and 
active.  He  trusted  his  fellows  and  his  God.  He  was  a  friend  dependable. 
His  loyalty  was  unchallengeable.  Purity  and  integrity  were  of  the  very 
fibre  of  his  being.  "A  Prayer"  by  Henry  Van  Dyke,  which  he  chose  the 
day  of  his  death  for  use  on  the  next  Sunday's  calendar  of  State  Street 
Church,  voices  the  sincere  aspirations  of  his  heart. 

"These  are  the  gifts  I  ask  of  Thee,  Spirit  serene — 
Strength  for  the  daily  task; 
Courage  to  face  the  road; 

Good  cheer  to  help  me  bear  the  traveler's  load ; 
And  for  the  hours  of  rest  that  come  between. 
An  inward  joy  in  all  things  heard  and  seen. 

These  are  the  sins  I  fain  would  have  Thee  take  away — 

Malice  and  cold  disdain; 

Hot  anger,  sullen  hate; 

Scorn  of  the  lowly,  envy  of  the  great ; 

And  discontent  that  casts  a  shadow  gray 

On  all  the  brightness  of  a  common  day." 

The  circle  that  misses  him  is  bounded  by  the  circumference  of  his  ac- 
quaintanceship. 

MRS.  LULA  DAVIS  BLAKE 

Lula  Davis  Blake  was  born  April  ii,  1858  at  Wentworth,  North  Caro- 
lina. Her  parents  were  John  Milton  Davis  and  Maria  Washington  Wright. 
Her  father  taught  in  the  schools  of  North  Carolina,  two  of  the  schools 
being  Salem  Academy  and  High  Point.  Her  family  located  at  Emory, 
Virginia,  and  she  was  graduated  from  Martha  Washington  College  in  1878. 
She  was  married  to  Eugene  Blake  in  1882.  On  August  ist,  in  the  home 
of  her  daughter,  Mrs.  Gene  Blake  Melton,  she  suffered  a  paralytic  stroke, 
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and  on  August  9th  she  suddenly  passed  away  at  the  age  of  78  years  ;  twelve 
years  after  the  death  of  her  husband  and  fifty-four  years  after  her  mar- 
riage. Five  children  were  born  to  them :  John,  Tellico  Plains,  Tenn. ; 
Ella,  Mrs.  H.  A.  Melton  of  Galax ;  and  George,  of  Richmond,  all  of 
whom  are  living. 

Mrs.  Blake  was  reared  and  lived  in  an  educational  environment.  Her 
father  was  a  teacher  and  her  husband  was  connected,  after  their  marriage 
with  Peoples  College,  Pikeville,  Tennessee,  Princeton  Academy,  W.  Va., 
Sullins  College,  Martha  Washington  College,  Hiwassee  College,  Weaver 
College,  North  Carolina,  and  the  Greeneville  Orphanage.  Hers  was  a  high 
type  of  culture.  She  excelled  in  music.  At  Martha  Washington  College 
she  received  a  gold  medal  for  the  best  impromptu  performance.  At  a 
program  of  the  Galax  Music  Club,  when  she  was  76  years  of  age,  she 
played  from  memory,  greatly  to  the  delight  of  those  present,  several  num^ 
bers  she  had  learned  in  her  girlhood. 

In  addition  to  sharing  with  her  husband  the  educational  atmosphere 
of  the  institutions  with  which  he  was  connected,  she  had  the  benefit  of 
living  with  him  among  the  people  of  the  Rogersville  Circuit,  Abingdon 
Circuit,  Grove  Avenue  (Radford),  Pearisburg,  the  Cleveland  District,  the 
Morristown  District  and  Athens  Station.  The  contacts  of  these  various 
places  gave  her  a  broader  knowledge  of  life  and  a  deeper  sympathy  with 
all  types  of  people.  Her  influence  as  a  mother  is  seen  in  the  splendid 
personalities  of  her  children  and  grandchildren,  all  of  whom  are  active 
members  of  the  church. 

Mrs.  Blake  was  a  lovely  woman  with  a  sunny  disposition.  She  had 
achieved  that  high  characteristic  of  being  able  to  live  agreeably  with  all 
the  people  who  touched  her  life. 

She  passed  away  quite  suddenly  on  a  Sunday  morning  before  there 
was  time  to  assemble  the  scattered  families.  The  funeral  was  in  the  home. 
All  the  children,  in-laws  and  grandchildren  were  present  and  a  large  num- 
ber of  friends.  The  service  was  conducted  by  her  pastor.  Rev.  P.  L.  Cobb 
and  the  body  was  taken  to  Emory  and  laid  to  rest  by  the  side  of  her 
husband,  symbolical  of  the  union  that  had  already  taken  place  in  the  palace 
of  the  King.

MRS.  CHARLES  E.  PAINTER 

Mrs.  Cordelia  Edith  Johnson  Painter  was  born  at  Quintamont,  West 
Virginia,  April  4,  1876;  she  died  September  25,  1936  at  Kimball,  West 
Virginia.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Jacob  Sylvester  Johnson  and  Mary 
Guynn  Johnson.  She  was  married  to  the  Rev.  Charles  E.  Painter,  No- 
vember 14,  1894,  and  to  this  happy  union  several  children  were  born. 
She  was  preceded  in  death  by  the  following  children :  John  Edward,  Anna 
Mae,  Sidney  Marvin  and  Florence  Elizabeth.  She  is  survived  by  her  hus- 
band and  the  following  children  :  Ira  Paul,  Russell  McDonald,  and  Catherine 
Lucille  Painter  Crowe. 
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Mrs.  Painter  received  much  from  her  saintly  father.  Jacob  S.  Johnson 
was  known  to  his  friends  as  "Happy"  Johnson.  No  title  could  be 
more  apt.  He  was  "happy."  He  was  happy  in  the  knowledge  that  God 
for  Christ's  sake  had  saved  him.  He  was  happy  in  a  growing  experience 
of  saving  grace.  He  was  happy  in  his  church  and  in  his  home.  I  am 
of  the  opinion  that  his  children  received  something  of  his  cheerfulness 
and  sunny  good  nature.  I  know  that  Mrs.  Painter  had  many  of  the 
qualities  that  made  her   father  the  man  he  was. 

For  forty-two  years  she  was  the  faithful  wife  of  an  itinerant  Metho- 
dist minister.  Her  qualifications  for  the  wife  of  a  pastor  were  many ; 
she  had  an  experience  of  the  saving  grace  and  power  of  God  in  Christ. 
It  was  an  experience  entered  into  in  childhood  and  matured  through  the 
years.  She  was  genuinely  interested  in  all  parts,  departments  and  pro- 
grams of  the  church.  She  was  capable  in  her  work.  She  could  conduct 
a  prayer  meeting,  teach  a  Sunday  School  class,  manage  a  missionary  society, 
and  do  splendid  service  in  personal  evangelism.  Her  labors  in  the  church 
were  numerous.  Most  of  her  husband's  pastorates  were  circuits  and  small 
stations  where  the  trained  workers  were  few,  and  she  found  it  necessary 
to  do  many  things  which  ought  to  have  been  done  by  others.  But  she 
was  a  willing  and  cheerful  worker.  In  fact,  she  was  one  of  the  most 
cheerful  persons  I  have  even  known.  By  reason  of  her  cheerfulness  and 
good  nature  and  fine  disposition,  she  made  the  work  of  the  ministry  easier 
for  her  husband.  Mrs.  Painter  helped  many  persons  over  the  rough  places 
in  the  road,  even  when  her  strength  was  hardly  sufficient  for  her  own 
needs.  Her  sympathy  was  so  complete  that  her  husband's  burdens  and 
cares  were  hers,  and  his  joys  and   sorrows  were  hers. 

She  was  a  splendid  counterbalance  for  her  husband.  She  made  for 
him  a  good  home.  She  was  a  devoted  mother.  Her  children  loved  her, 
respected  her,  and  they  had  the  utmost  confidence  in  her  goodness  and 
judgment.  They  held  her  in  genuine  esteem.  The  children  depended  upon 
her  for  helpful  counsel.  They  came  to  her  with  their  problems,  troubles, 
questions  and  perplexities  from  earliest  childhood  to  mature  life. 

Mrs.  Painter  was  a  delightful  companion  in  the  social  group.  So 
gracious  was  she  that  none  was  ever  embarrassed ;  so  versatile  was  she 
that  she  was  at  home  anywhere  and  with  anyone.  She  was  honored  by  the 
people  of  her  husband's  pastorates.  They  liked  her.  They  sought  her 
out.  Yes,  she  had  a  veritable  genius  for  the  social  circle  and  for  the 
amenities  of  social  life.  She  was  a  gifted  conversationalist.  She  delighted 
to  have  her  friends  and  neighbors,  yes,  even  strangers,  in  her  home,  and 
she  made  them  feel  at  home  there. 

She  was  a  dutiful  daughter  of  an  honored  father ;  an  honored  mother  ; 
a  beloved  wife.  She  trusted  God.  There  was  no  admixture  of  doubt  in 
her  faith.  She  believed  the  Bible.  Matters  of  grave  importance  to  scholars 
gave  her  little  concern.  She  simply  accepted  the  Bible  as  she  understood  it. 
She  had  confidence  in  her  church.  Because  of  these  things,  her  life  should 
last  a  long  time;  the  memory  of  her  should  linger  with  those  who  knew 
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and  loved  her  like  the  fragrance  of  an  apple  orchard  in  full  bloom  on  a 
quiet  summer  morning.  May  her  children  be  always  blessed  by  their 
memory  of  a  good  mother,  and  may  her  husband  be  strengthened  by  the 
gospel  she  believed  and  he  preached,  and  in  which  she  conquered  the  keen 
pains  which  she  endured  for  years  and  triumphed  over  death. 

It  was  a  great  privilege  to  me  to  have  had  for  eighteen  years  the 
friendship  of  Mrs.  Charles  Painter,  her  husband  and  children,  father  and 
mother,  brothers  and  sisters.  She  will  be  missed.  Her  seat  will  be  empty. 
But  after  a  little  while,  and  how  short  the  time  is,  we  all  expect  to  meet 
at  the  great  General  Conference  in  the  heavenly  Jerusalem.  Thanks  be 
unto  God  that  those  who  suffer  with  the  crucified  One  shall  rise  with 
the  glorified  One !
